Weakens Ticket—Repuablican 


Organization Was Never Better and 
the Lenders Have Plenty of Money 
to Spend—Democratic Calculations 


of Success Seem Too Sanguine, 


BUFFALO, Oct. 31.—At this time last year 
the machine people in this county were con- 
' fident that the entire State ticket from Cord 
Meyer to Maynard would carry this county 
by from six. to ten thousand, and drag 
through with it the two State Senators and 
five members of the Assembly. A very care- 
ful canvass had been made under the super- 
vision of men who were supposed to know 
every voter within their respective election 
districts. 

On a fair basis the Democratic hopes 
would have been sustained. But, as in the 
cases of Oneida, Onondaga, Cayuga, Seneca, 
Monroe and Genesee, tne work of the can- 
vVassers was done well enough so far as 
they were concerned, but many voters re- 
plied untruthfully when asked to state their 
choice. 

Instead of the Democratic plurality antic- 
ipated,there was, as a matter of fact, a 
plurality of 10,100 for Cord Meyer’s Republi- 
can opponent, Mr. Palmer. The plurality 
against Judge Maynard in favor of Mr. 
Bartlett was 12,200. 

Mr. Cleveland carried the county only the 
year before by $1, ageinst Flower’s plurality 
for Governor ir 1891 of 1,: 0. 

But the contrariness of Erie County was 
never more conspicuously displayed than 
in 1888, when it showed a plurality of 6,000 
tor Gen. Harrison for President and 2,500 
for Gov. Hill. Mr. Cleveland in 1884 had a 
piurality of 2,500. 

Politically, Erie County stands by itself 
in this State as a unique and unexplainable 
territory. No city in the State possesses so 
prominently its strange un-American feat- 
ures. With the handsomest residence street 
in the State, the city embraces sections 
of population as foreign, unassimilative, 
and un-American as if their occupants 
had never left the countries of Europe 
which are responsible for their birth. The 
population of Buffalo is placed to-day at 
308,000, as against that of 255,644 in 1890, 
when the statistics fixed it as the eleventh 
city in the United States in the order of 
rank. Of the population more than 200,000 
are believed to be foreigners, divided in this 
way: Germans, 70,000; Poles, 60,000; Irish, 
65,000; other nationalities, 15,000. 

The Poles are a people by themselves. 
They maintain their own churches, which 
are exempt from taxation, and their own 
schools. Their children are instructed in 
their native ianguage, not in English; the 
streets in their section are named after per- 
s0ns unfamiliar to American ears, and often 
to pronounce which would inconvenience 
the average American tongue. 

In the past these people have been util- 
ized politically to a targe extent. They have 
been naturalized by hundreds in spite of 
their disinclination to adopt American man- 
ners and institutions and to assimilate 
with and recognize American principles. In 
Buffalo to-day there are 7,000 Polish voters, 
of whom, on the authority of a well-in- 
formed citizen, not more than 1,000 can 
speak the English language. 

The section of the city in which the peo- 
ple maintain their colony is east of Main 
Street, and out of the 62,271 voters regis- 
tered in this city, over 44,000 live to the 
eastward of Main Street, which is all that 
its name implies in a business sense. 

The friends of Mr, Sheehan base their 
hopes of electing Judge Stern Mayor and 
the entire Democratic county ticket upon 
the belief that of the 44,000 voters who 
jive in the eastern district, 27,000 are Dem- 
qerats, Reasoning from this basis, there- 
fure, the claims are put forth that only 
$,UuU more votes are required from the 
western sections of the city to assure Dem- 
ocratic success for the county ticket and 
an absolute plurality for the State ticket. 

Judge Jacob Stern is not only expected 
to hoid the Polish and German vote, but 
to neutra/ize the effect of the Irish vote 
against Gen E. B. Jewett, the Republican 
candidate. 

As was the case last year, the importance 
of the State ticket is lost in the intensity 
of the local fight. 

The misca!culations 
managers Jast year were inexplicable and 
disastrous. Every indication, every polit- 
ical straw, conveys the ineffaceable im- 
pression that, in judging the true situation 
this year, t:.cy are as far out of their reck- 
oning ana their calculations as they were in 
1893. 

David B. Hill: has been a fayorite 
in Erie County since 1885, when he selected 
as leader for the Democrats in the As- 
sembly Wiliam FE. Sheehan, the tall, raw- 
boned, red-haired, and blue-eyed youngster 
who had served only one term and had made 
an incenspic:.ous record, There are more 
liquor dealers to the square foot in Buffalo 
than in any other city of the State, and 
they kave always been enthusiastic wor- 
shippers of Gov. Hil!. Originally, these men 
were Republicans. But Hill captured them, 
one and ail. 

When one was asked to explain the infat- 
uation of the trade for the Demoeratic 
candidate, the response was: 

“He never deceived us, and he always 
stood by us. He never signed a bill that 
injured us, and he always favored legisla- 
tion that would benefit us. That is why we 
are for him.” 

In Ruffalo, the second greatest railroad 
centre in the country, the Hill sentiment 
is conspicuously strong among railroad men. 
Not alone is this true of the great shops 
and works that abound in East Buffalo, but 
the trainmen themselves, conductors, bag- 
gagemen, and brakemen, all have kind 
words to say for the Democratic candidate, 
and the majority will vote for him. 

**He has not only legislated in our inter- 
est, but did he not appoint as Railroad Com- 
missioner one of our number?” said a griz- 
ziy-bearded engineer to-day to the writer. 
*‘I have never voted for Gov. Hill, but I 
shall this Fall, and I know a number of 
old-time Republicans who will do the same. 
it is mot because we oppose Mr. Morton, 
but Mr. Morton means Thomas C. Platt. 
Republican success simply means that for 
the next three years Mr. Platt and his 
friends, not Mr. Morton, will run the State 
and dole out the patronage.” 

An element of strength for the RDemo- 
crats that Republican leaders recognize and 
feel is the candidacy of Judge Albert 
Haight, the Republican nominee for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals. Judge Haight’s 
record is pretty well known—better in Buf- 
falo than in New-York. That he will be 
very largely cut is conceded by Republicans 
who have closely followed the situation. 

The City of Buffalo and the voters in it 
have not forgotten his connection with the 
Standard Oil Company and his decision in 
the case where two of the employes of the 
company were implicated in a dastardly 
scheme to blow up the works of a rival 
company. And his peculiar relations with 


. ertain condemnatién’ proceedings in this

city while he was Presiding Justice of the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court have 
also been revived. These matters will af- 
fect the decision of the independent voter. 

The Republicans, under the general lead- 
ership of State Committeeman George Ur- 
ban, have perfected the most thorough or- 
ganization the party has ever had in this 
county, and the Democrats, who are under 
the nominal lead of -Editor Norman E. 
Mack of The Buffalo Times, are equally 
proud of theirs. 

The controlling idea of the leaders of both 
parties is to get out the votes. To this end 
the most elaborate arrangements have been 
made. 

As an indication of the apparently ex- 
haustless financial resources of the Repub- 
licans, as compared with the impecuniosity 
of the Democrats, it can be said that the 
former have already negotiated for car- 
riages as high as $20 and $25 a day for 
Nov. 6, while the Democrats are hesitating 
on $5 and $6,-with a trusting reliance upon 
Providence and patriotism to do the rest. 

While the Thirty-second Congressional 
District is looked upon as fairly debatable 
ground because of the nomination of ex- 
Contreller Joseph E. Gavin, no doubt exists 
as to the result in the Thirty-third, where 
ex-Judge Charles Danieis will be re-elected 
by a plurauty to exceed that of 1892, when 
he received over 3,100. 

The result in the six Assembly districts 
will depend very largely upon the twist of 
politics in the county. Last year the Dem- 
ocrats elected one member—Cornelius 
Coughlin, in the First District. The fight 
in this district then was to a finish. 
Coughlin won, howéver. His plurality was 
1,689. But this year the registration lists 
show a falling off of 810 names in the First 
Ward alone, 

The Republicans, seizing the cue, declare 
that these figures indicate the extent to 
which colonizing was carried on last year, 
ani that their candidate, Manley, will de- 
feat Coughlin, who has been renominated 
by the Democrats, 


' The Democrats are also hopeful, without ' 


the advent of that political and financial 
tidal wave that has become quite a feature 
of the campaign within three days, of re- 
claiming the Second, Third, and Fifth Dis- 
tricts, which the Republicans bodily capt- 
ured last Fall by these pluralities: 1,376 in 
the Second, 539 in the Third, and 1,111 in 
the Fifth. The Republicans have put in 
nomination all the members of Assembly 
from this county who are in the present 
House. 

The Democratic nominations are better 
than the usual run for this county. 

What is injuring the canvass of the Dem. 
ocrats is the revival of the old stories 
charging collusion on the part of the Assess- 
ors, who select the jurors, with Democratic 
leaders. For years the respectable press of 
Buffalo has charged that juries in this city 
were packec. Last Winter, because of the 
overthrow of the existing Democratic lead- 
ers, a bill’'to reform the jury system was 
drawn up by the Citizens’ Association. 

Had it become a law, all the evils that 
now exist would have been abolished. The 
Republican branches of the Government, 
the Senate and Assembly, passed it. The 
bill was sent to the Executive Chamber. 
Gov. Flower vetoed it. The people of Buf- 
falo have no more forgotten this mistake 
than they have the signing of the ‘‘ sneak "’ 
Police (Commission bill or the removal of 
Sheriff Beck. 


THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION, 


The President Designates Thursday, 
Nov. 29, as the Day to be Observed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The President 
this afternoon issued the following procla- 
mation: 

By the Presiaent of the United States of 
America, 

A PROCLAMATION, 

The American people should gratefully 
render thanksgiving and praise to the Su- 
preme Ruler of “the Universe, who has 
watched over them with kindness and fos- 
tering care during the year that has passed; 
they <hould also, with humility and faith, 
supplicate the Father of All Mercies for 
continued blessings according to their needs, 
and they should by deeds of charity seek 
the favor of the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift. 

Therefore I, Grover Cleveland, President 
of the United States, do hereby appoint and 
set apart Thursday, the twenty-ninth day 
of November instant, as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer, to be kept and observed 
by all the people of the land. 

On that day let our ordinary work and 
business be suspended, and let us meet in 
our accustomed places of worship and give 
thanks to Almighty God for our preserva- 
tion a. a Nation, for our immunity from 
disease and pestilence, for the harvests 
that have rewarded our husbandry, for a 
renewal of national prosperity, and for 
every advance in virtue and intelligence 
that has marked our growth as a people. 

And with our thanksgiving let us pray 
that these blessings may be multiplied unto 
us, that our national conscience may be 
quickened to a better recognition of the 
power and goodness of God, and that in our 
national life we may clearer see and closer 
follow the path of righteousness. 

And in our places of worship and praise, 
as wel' as in the happy reunions of kin- 
dred and friends om that day, let us 
invoke Divine approval by generously re- 
membering the poor and needy. Surely He 
who has given us comfort and pienty will 
look upon our relief of the destitute and 
our ministrations of charity as the work of 
hearts truly grateful ,and as proofs of the 
sincerity of our thanksgiving. 

Witness my hand and the seal of the 
Unitéd States, which I have caused to be 
hereto affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington on the 
first day of November in the year of our 
Lord eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and 
of the independence of the Uniied States 
the one hundred and nineteenth.

States steamer Marion will be ordered to 
the Pacific station. The vessel has been un- 
dergoing repairs for some ‘time at the Mare 
Island (Cal.) Navy Yard, and there has 
been much conjecture amung naval officers 
as to her destination. The ship will be placed 
in commission at once, and the work to, be 
done on her will be hurried to completion. 
No officer has as yet been chosen to com- 
mand the ship, It ts ‘ f the vessel will 
be ordered to Honolulu. when she is finally 
placed in commission. The intention of the 

overnment is to keep a vessel at the Ha- 
waiian Islands nearly ali the time.

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THE CZAR VERY MUCH WEAKER 


HIS DEATH I8 NOW EXPEOTED 
AT ANY HOUR

The Emperor’s Breathing Is Im- 


peded, His Pulse Feeble, and the 


Géneral Weakness Is Greatly In- 


creased—Large. Crowds Pray for His 
Recovery in St. Petersburg Streets 


—One Dispatch Says He Cannot 


Recognize His Relatives. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—This bulle- 
tin was issued from Livadia at 7 o’clock to- 
night: 

“The Emperor took very little nourish- 
ment to-day. The inflammation of one lobe 
of the left lung continues. The Emperor’s 
breathing is impeded, his pulse is weak, and 
the general weakness is greatly increased.” 

The Czar’s cough has grown worse rap- 
idly, and the discharge is said to contain 
small particles of the lungs. 

Father Palladius, the Metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg and President of the Holy 
Synod, attended. by all the clergymen in 
his jurisdiction, offered up prayers for the 
recovery of the Emperor in the Cathedral 
of St. Isaac this afternoon. 

Large crowds of people filled the streets, 
anxious to obtain news of the Czar’s con- 
dition. As each bulletin is posted, thou- 
sands of persons fall upon their knees and 
pray for his Majesty’s recovery. 

The theatres throughout Russia were al- 
most deserted last night, and in the small 
audiences not a single military or naval 
uniform was to be seen. 

It is announced upon semi-official author- 
ity to-day that all the reports that the mar- 
riage of the Czarowitch and Princess Alix 
will take place immediately are without 
foundation. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 31.—The death of the 
Czar is hourly expected by the King and 
the members of his Court. 

The Crown Prince started for Livadia this 
evening. The King and Queen felt unequal 
to the long journey and decided not to go. 

VIENNA, Oct. 31.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Neue Freie Presse says 
in a dispatch published in the evening edi- 
tion: 

“Dr. Zacharin and Prof. Leyden have had 
violent quarrels, each accusing the other of 
giving the Czav improper treatment. When 
Prof. Leyden’s opinions were accepted, 
Zacharin declared that he would return at 
once to Moscow. 

**Gen. Ticherevin forbade his leaving Li- 

vadia, threatening to detain him by force 
if necessary. Prof. Wywodzeff, a specialist 
in embalming, has been summoned to Liva- 
dia.”’ 
- Later dispatches from St. Petersburg say 
that the Czar has steadily grown worse, 
that his heart is weaker than at any pre- 
vious time, and that he is hardly able to 
recognize his relatives. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—A dispatch from Ber- 
lin to The Globe says that: Prof. Leyden 
has telegraphed from Livadia to Count 
Schouvaloff, .the Russian Ambassador to 
Germany, as follows: 

“IT am in despair. 
evitable.’”’ 

The Prince and Princess of Wales started 
for Livadia by special: train at 8:45 this 
morning. They will travel via Brussels and 
Vienna. : 

- The Russian Embassy here received infor- 

mation to-day that the condition of the |! 
Czar is extremely critical. He is. unable 

to ie down at.all, but sits in‘an armchair. 

Both of his lungs are affected. ‘The ex- 

pectoration of blood has increased, and all 

of his other unfavorable symptoms are more 

pronounced. 

The St, Petersburg correspondent of The 
Daily News says: 

“The delay of the wedding is owing to 
the Czar’s insisting that the customary 
festive ceremony take place. ‘If I get bet- 
ter,’ he said, ‘1 shall wish to have the 
wedding celebrated with the usual splendor. 
If I get worse, there will always be time 
enough for a quick and simple ceremony.’ ”’ 

PARIS, Oct. 31.—In view of the Czar’s 
desperate condition, President Casimir-Pe- 
rier has given up his shooting trip to Pont- 
sur-Seine, and will remain at the Elysée. . 

BERLIN, Oct. 81.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
publishes a dispatch from Livadia express- 
ing the opinion of Dr. Zacharin that the 
expectoration of blood by the Czar is 
caused by coagulated blood which has en- 
tered the lungs and produced inflammation. 
The only hope is in the absorption of the 
blood coagulation. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Prince Canta- 
cuzine, the Russian Minister, received the 
following cablegram to-day from the For- 
eign Office at St. Petersburg: 

“Yesterday the expectoration with blood 
continued. Chills. Temperature, 100°. 
Pulse, 90. Rather weak. Breathing diffi- 
cult. Little appetite. Great weakness. 
Oedema considerably increased. GIERS.”

SEIZED BY THE RUSSIAN POLICE. 


Literature Dealing with a New Gov- 
ernment for the Empire. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—The police 
have seized a large quantity of literature, 
consisting of pamphlets’ entitled ‘‘ The 
Fundamental Statute of the Russian Em-' 
pire.” The aim of the brochure is to unite 
all the parties and nations which are op- 
posed to the Government and enlist the 
sympathy of the Liberal public officials. 

The ‘“ Statute’’ proposes that there shall 
be two lawmaking bodies, one consisting 
of local councils and the other an Imperial 
Chamber of Deputies; a second chamber is 
dispensed with. The monarch is to be 
given the right of veto, and any difference 
arising between the monarch and the cham- 
ber or between the two chambers is to be 
settled by a national Congress, which is to 
be elected for the purpose, each member to 
be pledged to vote a particular way. Ac- 
cording to the scheme, Poland is to have 
her own legislative assembly and Finland is 
to retain her autonomy. 

The ‘‘Statute’’ provides for the freedom 
of conscience, freedom of speech, and free- 
The project, as set forth 
in the pamphlet, is received with favor, in- 
asmuch as it only modifies the existing 
order of things. 


PROGRESS OF THE FATAL DISEASE. 


Changes in the Czar’s Condition Since 
He Went to Livadia. 


* $8T. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—The follow- 


ing account of the illness of the Czar is 
published in The Official Messenger: 

“The disquieting symptoms which mani- 
fested themselves at Spala became less 
marked in the early days of his Majesty’s 
sojourn at Livadia. The Emperor was able 
to attend divine service after arriving there, 
and was also able to drive about. Then 
symptoms of weakness appeared, with fail- 
ing appetite, loss of sleep, weakening cf the 
heart’s action, increase of albumen, and 
swelling of the extremities. 

“On Oct. 19 there was a return: of the 
Emperor’s appetite, and on Oct. 20 he was 
able to obtain tne necessary rest by 
sleep, which produced a notable increase in 
his strength and a reduction of the al- 
bumen, The same day the Queen of Greece 
arrived, and the Protopresbyter, Father 


Ivan of Cronstadt, who offered up prayers 
for the Emperor, also reached Livadia. The 
Emperor then received holy communion, 
which assisted in tranquillizing his mind. 
“On Oct. 22 the Emperor prayed with 
Yather Ivan. Princess Alix of Hesse-Darm- 


stadt arrived that evening, and, by order of 
the Emperor, she was received ceremoni- 
ously, with a guard of honor, and with the 
inilitgary band playing. The meeting of the 
Wmpeéror with Princess Alix, whom he had 
long been craving to see, strongly excited 
the patient, in spite of the joy which the 
meeting caused him, and his physicians 
feared the effect of the excitement. But 
the night passed favorably. There was con- 
tinued oedema of the feet on Oct. 26, which 
hindered free movement. . 

“During all this time the Emperor, in 
spite of his suffering, did not neglect State 
business, but, at the urgent instance of his 

hysicians, he handed over documents re- 
fating to current affairs and reports requir- 
ing considerable examination to the Czaro- 
witch. His Majesty, however, decided the 
most important cases, and signed the State 
papers.” 


DEATH CANNOT SILENCE THEM. 


Maledictions Hurled at the Dying Czar 
by Nihilist Refugees. 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—The following circu- 
lar, promulgated by the refugee Nihilists in 
Switzerland and bearing the usual red 
bomb, revolver, ar®l dagger, is circulating 
in Switzerland and London: 


To Our Brothers, the Oppressed in Russia: 

The tyrant Alexander, autocrat, Czar, hang- 
man and assassin of Michaeleff, Russaokoff, Ki- 
baltchik, Nelotsoff, Sophie Perowskaia, Jesse 
Halfmann, and many others, purveyor gf the Si- 
berian galleys, persecut »r of the Jews, Is on the 
point of expiating his erimes. 

He is dying of a mysterious illness, a well- 
merited punishment. Venal science, his Zacha- 
rins, Hirsches, and Popoffs, can do nothing to 
prolong a life which has been devoted to violence 
and uppression., 

At length the monster is going to disappear. 
Hurrah! The day has passed when a man ought 
to be able by right of birth to dispose of the 
liberty and lives of a hundred million of other 
men. 

Let his son; the Czarowitch, as well as his am- 
bitious rivals, the Grand Dukes Vladimir and Mi- 
chael, who are ready to assassinate in accordance 
with the traditions of the Romanoff family, to 
get possession of the bloody heritage—let all thor- 
oughly understand that every hour and at évery 
step they will find themselves face to face with 
the inflexible will of the revolutionists, 

Let us leave to the hypocritical Liberals the 
task of covering with flowers the horrid corpse of 
the scoundrel who is leaving this world after 
having too long dishonored it. So long as the 
Russian slaves do not possess the land, so long 
as an infernal autocracy, served by a rapacious 
and’ shameless feudality, makes Russia a disgrace 
to the civilized world, we shall always applaud 
any blow of destiny or provoke it.

MRS, DRAYTON MAKES ANSWER, 


Denies All Her Husband’s Charges and 
Will Fight the Divorce Suit. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 31.--The answer of 
Mrs. James Coleman Drayton in the suit 
for divorce lately instituted by her hus- 
band was filed late this afternoon by her 
counsel, E. V. Lindabury of Elizabeth. She 
denies all her husband's charges. This means 
that Mrs. Drayton will fight the case. 

The answer is a brief document. Mrs. 


Drayton adimits her marriage .n New-York 
Oct. 20, 1879, and they continued to reside 
there until 1886, when they removed to Ber- 
nardsville, N. J. Here they lived until Oct. 
1, 1891. After that they traveled in Europe 
until the early part of 1893. 

Mrs. Drayton denies that she left her hus- 
band while they were temporarily sojourn- 
ing in London ‘n January, 1802, .but avers 
that he left her, being moved thereto, as 
she believes, by cruel and unjust suspicions. 
Mrs. Drayton makes iJenial specifically of 
all her husband’s charges regirding Hallet 
Alsop Borrowe. She says the charges are 
‘“‘a most unfounded and cruel imputation.’ 
She avers the truth to be that she has al- 
ways faithfully regarded her marriage vows 
and has been true and faithful in her obli- 
gations as a wife. 

The next step in the case is the filing of 
the plaintiff’s replication, which must be 
done within thirty days. After that the 
testimony will be taker. \v either one of the 
Vice Chancellors or a 
the Chancellor. The final decrée by this 
sourt is appealable to. the Court of Errors 
and Appeals; and if’ the parties to the suit 
choose, they can keep the case in the courts 
for several years. 


MR. CARLISLE FRIENDLY TO HILL. 


New-York Democrats, He Says, 
Should Rally to His Support. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—A Washington 
paper says: ‘‘ Secretary Carlisle regrets as 
much as any one that he was compelled by 
public business to decline invitations to 
speak in New-York this week.

WITH GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 


Monster Anti-Tammany Meeting in 
Cooper Union—Carl Schurz Talks of 
New-York’s Robber Band—Mr. 

Says He Will Be a Non- 

Partisan Mayor if Elected—Mr. Goff

The great hall of Cooper Union has not 
contained 


more enthusiastic throng than the German- 
American citizens who flowed into it from 
every part of the city last night to ratify 
the anti-Tammany ticket, with Strong and 
Goff as the Standard bearers.

The 
warmth of the greeting he received showed 
the high regard in which he was held by 
his fellow-German-Americans. 

Mr. Schurz said: 

“Tammany must be crushed, and in such 
an effective manner that it will never rise 
again. The people of this town are in the 
hands of the greatest robber band of our 
times, That New-York was badly governed 
we knew long ago. But the latest develop- 
ment, as brought out before the Lexow 
committee, a such as to make our hair 
stand on end. 

Before our eyes has been unrolied a pict- 
ure of election frauds, of bribery, of black- 
mail, of the sale of offices, of the protection 
ef vice and crime, of the most shocking per- 
secution of the poor and helpless. A pict- 
ure, the like of which we would seek in vain 
anywhere else in the civilized world. 

‘There are so many revolting details,they 

resent such an endiess solid array, that it 
s difficult to pick out one for presentation. 
But there is. one that must appeal =~; 
ularly to the Germans of the city. his is 
the case 6f Mrs. Urchittel.”’ 

Mr. Schurz then reviewed the facts in 
this case, which has become such a cele- 
brated specimen of police oppression and 
vyenality. He was interrupted several times 
by loud cries of “Shame! Shame!” aimed 
at the poiice. 

Later in his speech Mr. Schurz turned his 
attention to the defense of ;pmeeny Hall 
made by Mayor Gilroy. After referring 
sarcastically to the poor showing made sy 
these figures under expert examination, Mr. 
Schurz continued: 

“But the question is not of the taxes 
~~ openly by the citizens. Of course, it 
s not pleasant to pay out some$30,000,000 
annually in exchange for dirty streets and 
other shiftiess institutions. A community 
used to better treatment would long ago 
have raised a tremendous row on this 
ground alone. But the New-Yorker has 
not been spoiled by good governmer: He 
very complacently accepts high tax: and 
poor service, and is happy if in fe rv he 
receives nothing worse than poor govern- 
ment, 

“A few miserable millions, more « 
in taxes does not concern him. 

“But what have we here? Besides the 
regular taxes, the people of New-York are 
now paying a blackmail taxe of between 
30,000,000 and $40,000,000 per year, and 
maybe more, extorted alike from the big 
merchant and the poor bootblack—extorted 
to fatten the gang of robbers whose num- 
ber is tremendous, and whose appetite is 
insatiable.”’ 

Mr. Schurz then took up the personality 
and the utterances of ex-Mayor Grant and 
said: hi 

“The naivest and most childish defencer 
of Tammany is unquestionably its present 
Mayoralty candidate. With a degree of in- 
nocence that is almost touching he tells us, 
in the face of all these developments, that 
the City of New-York, under Tammany 
rule, is the best government municipality in 
America, if not in the whole world. 

“Tt may astonish you if I tell you that I 
io not consider it at all impossible that 

You remember 
when last he ran for Mayor, he bound him-

Edward J. H. msen, the anti-Tammany 
candidate for Sheriff, followed Mr. Schurz. 
Mr. Tamsen, who was formerly a School 
Commissioner, spoke chiefly on the school 
question. 


Hearty Welcome to Mr. Strong. 
William L. Strong came on the stage 
while Mr. Tamsen was speaking. 
The @idience sprang to its feet at sight 
of the anti-Tammany candidate for Mayor, 
and for several minutes cheer after cheer

The sight of Mr. Strong made the 
audience impatient, and Mr. Tamsen was 
frequently interrupted by cries of “‘ Strong! ”’.

His face 
was flushed; his eyes sparkled, and he evi- 
dently labored under deep emotions. It was 
plain he keenly appreciated the splendid 
reception. As soon as his voice could be 
heard through the cheering, he raid: 

*“Fellow-Citizens: I appear before you 
this evening as your candidate for Mayor 
of the City of New-York. Having been 
asked by your organization, and by prac- 
tically every anti-Tammany organization, 
to be the candidate against Tammany Hall, 
I felt it was my duty as a@ citizen to ac- 
cept such a nomination. That is why I am 
before you. .

New-York, that man is John W. Goff,” said 
Chairman Schiff. ‘‘ We will build the base 
of the monument on Tuesday next.” 

It was five minutes before Mr. Goff could 
speak, so uproarious was the applause, so 
deafening the greeting. He stood with 
bowed head through it all. He said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: 
As it has been said by your Chairman, I 
have refrained from appearing at any po- 
litical meeting in this campaign or from 
making any political address. ’Tis not 
that I would not have liked to be able to 
speak, but certain professional duties, in 
which I have been engaged, and the decorum 
that should follow a nomination for a ju- 
dicial office, have caused me to refrain from 
meeting my fellow-citizens face to face. 

‘But when I received your invitation, I 
felt that I could not resist the influence 
brought to bear on me to aeeee before the 
German-American Reform Union, 

‘“‘T appear, not to make a political speech 
but with my heart welling with gratefu 
acknowledgment for the kindly feeling 
you have accorded me, and the enthusiasm 
with which you have greeted the mention 
of my name. 

“IT am mindful, however, that the mere 
mention of my name does not produce ap- 
entree or enthusiasm for me, but is sym- 

olic of something higher than the name 
of any man, and that is that it is the ex- 
ponent of a great acces 

‘“‘ We are all engaged in a great struggle. 
Need I say there will never be any prouder 
recollection in my life than that the stur- 
diest, most earnest, and most loyal co-op- 
eration and support I have met with has 
come from my German-American fellow- 
citizens, who are standing shoulder to 
shoulder for the purification of the govern- 
ment and for the suppression of oppression, 

“We have all selected that great City of 
New-York as our home. It is the home of 
our families, the place where all our ex- 
pectations are centred. It is the place of 
our hopes, the place where our children are 
educated and trained, the place where our 
bones will lie. This place at least we are 
justified in purifying from the blighting in- 
fluence of oppression and blackmail. 

‘“‘Germany has produced many schools of 
thought, and many philosophers owe a debt 
to her as the cradle of their ideas. But 
through centuries one school of thought has 
always predominated there. 

“That school of thought has represented 
the unceasing struggle for human freedom. 
That schoot of thought is bearing fruit here 
to-day in New-York, where the Germans 
are seen in the front ranks of the present 
contest. 

“T have no doubt of the living force of the 
example set in this hall over twenty years 
ago by our German fellow-citizens, when 
the original Committee of Seventy was 
formed to overthrow Tweed and his ring. 
I was a boy, but I well remember that 
meeting. The Germans then followed the 
clarion note of the German-American Chair- 
man of the meeting, and rendered glorious 
service in overthrowing and Gengroy Dg the 
oe Tammany Hall combination of those 

ays. 

“It is fair and reasonable to expect that 
the German-Americans of to-day are as 
patriotic now as were our German-American 
citizens nearly a eee ee of a century ago, 
and that the words of your Chairman and 
of Mr. Schurz will have the same ringing 
effect. On you will latgely rest the re- 
sponsibility of this contest. It has fallen 
on your shoulders. You have a reputation 
for the highest grade of American patriot- 
ism, and in no greater way can that repu- 
tation be verified than by your action in 
joining hands, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, tariff reformers and protectionists. 
Putting aside all other questions, you have 
united as men who want to Cleanse their 
homes and break in twain the club of the 
oppressor. 

‘* New-York, the greatest city of the New 
World, must be a clean, a pure eity, freed 
from the blighting rule of Tammany Hall.” 

There was a great outburst of applause 
as Mr. Goff uttered these words. He 
paused a minute, and then continued: 

‘““I have been tempted to go further than 
I intended. I must sep right here. [Cries 
of ‘*‘Go on.”"] I thank you sincerely for 
your reception. In saying to you good 
night let me express the hope that at sun- 
down on next Tuspany, German-Americans,

Cheer after cheer rent the air as Mr. Goff 
ceased speaking and retired from the plat- 
form.

The following resolutions were read and 


adopted, with cheers and hand clapping: 


Resolved, That we, the German-American vot- 
ers, in Cooper Union assembled, consider the 
overthrow of Tammany Hall at the ensuing elec- 
tion an absolute necessity for the safety of the 
life, liberty, and property of the citizens of New- 
York. 

The administration of our municipal affairs by 
the organization named has introduced a state of 
affairs in our city which is even worse than the 
eorruption in Oriental communities. 

It has not only given free range to crime, but 
it has supported the same systematically, has 
served as its accomplice, and has collected as a 
regular tribute the greater part of the spoils.

AN ALMOST PERRECT PRISON 


MR. IVINS'’S STRONG DEFENSE OF 
THE ELMIRA REFORMATORY. 


Severe Denunctation of Those “Who 
Attacked Mr. Brockway and the Ine 
stitution—Their Course Sneaking 

and Cowardly, Mr. Ivins Wiia—The

‘After all, it is not the Elmira Reforma- 
tory, it is The New-York World, that Ish- 
maelite of journalism, which is now really 
on trial; and, in closing this case, I do not 
propose to allaw it to escape the responsi- 
bility for its inexhaustible baseness, its 
despicable and unholy work. 

“If in so speaking I appear to be intem- 
feerate, I beg you to remember that what 
might be intemperance upon another oc- 
casion, or in another case, ma‘ here and 
now be the very soul and spirit of tem- 
perance, in view of the magnitude of the 
crime which has been committed by this 
promoter for a syndicate of perjurers. Its 
entire course has a motive, a calculation of 
profit as criminal as the most criminal 
conspiracy of which we can conceive, but a 
crime which it fow with hardy impudence 
actually advances as a title to pre- 
eminence and honor. 

“It is one of those sneaking, cowardly, 
tollective crimes of shamelessness and ava- 
rice which Napoleon said ‘ involved no one.’ 
One of those anonymous newspaper infa- 
mics which Balzac declared ‘ take the place, 
n the war of minds, of plots, pillage, in- 
cendiarism, and the waylaying of guerrilla 
warfare.’ 

*‘He who can say all will do all, and 
against this collective crime and this great 
many-throated voice, we should have no 
protection, were it not for the existence 
of this commission. We welcome it as a 
tribunal, which, just as it will protect the 
people and the State if so be it finds us 
guilty, so will it neither halt nor hesitate 
in defending us and declaring our com- 
plete innocence if we have been wronged. 

“We shall abide by the result. Will the 
plaintiffs, who, because of the seniority of 
their degradation in the service of their 
unspeakable master, have been dishonora- 
bly chosen to make this complaint, say as 
much? J doubt it.” 

With these words of scathing denunciation 
William M. Ivins concluded his argument 
yesterday at Watt Memorial Hall for the 
defense before the Board of Inquiry in the 
Elmira Reformatory investigation. 

Mr. Ivins finished speaking at the morn- 
ing session, his argument in all having con- 
sumed over ten hours.. 

He was followed by Frederic R. Coudert 
for the other side. Mr. Coudert spoke for 
_ five hours, finishing shortly before 8 o’clock 
last night. 


The Spanking Not Brutal. 

The remarkable showing made by Mr. 
Ivins in his argument on Tuesday was fully 
equaled yesterday. He began by showing 
from the evidence that the spanking com- 
plained of by the sensationalists on the 
other side as ‘“‘ brutal” and “ inhuman” 
was in every case a painful but harmless 
corrective measure, which was employed, 
as shown by the records, with the best ef- 
fect for the moral welfare of the inmates 
who were unruly and rebellious. 

“You will remember having seen. the 
strap,’’ Mr. Ivins went on, ‘“‘ which has so 
frequently been spoken of in this case as 
an instrument of torture. A flat leather 
strap 3 inches wide, 22 inches long, 3-16 inch 
thick, and weighing about 16 ounces. It 
makes a great difference whether a thing be 
ealled by its real name; whether it be de- 
scribed as a weapon or an instrument of tor- 
ture, or simply as a strap; whether the pun- 
ishment itself be described as brutal flog- 
ging, inhuman beating, or simply as spank- 
ing or strapping. The prosecution through- 
out this case has taken the greatest pains 
always to choose the word or name which 
would give the worst color to everything, 
and has been guilty of a craft which no 
convictions can justify. 

“ ‘the simple facc is that a man who has 
committed theft, or attempted murder or 
mutiny, instead of being locked in his cell 
for long periods of time, instead of being 
treated by any of those brutal and sum- 
mary methods which prevail in other jails 
hroughout the world, is taken to the bath- 
room and spanked with a harmless but 
painful instrument without the possibility 
of danger to himself, and a complete and 
perfect record kept of his treatment, as 
would be done by an attending physician 
at a hospital. And this is the worst form 
of punishment—-the severest form of treat- 
ment—that has ever been resorted to to 
Subcue the most desperate and dangerous 
criminals, and against whom a resort to 
force—to physics! force and violence—is tu ni- 
versally admitted to be the best and only 
remedy in cases of direct disobedience and 
rebellion.”’ 


Warnings Before Punishment. 


Mr. Ivins then went exhaustively into the 
subject of penology and the testimony of 
experts all over the world, showing that 
the men best qualified to judge concur that 
corporal punishment, as inflicted at Elmira, 
is justifiable and proper. Continuing, the 
speaker said: 

‘““No man has ever been spanked, except 
of his own will, except by his own act. 
The present record is full of evidence of 
the gravest offenses having been committed 
by men who have nevertheless been let go 
with a mere admonition, where there was 
any evidence that they were really submis- 
sive, and that the object and purposes of 
physical treatment could be gained without 
actually resorting to it. No man has ever 
been taken to the bathroom and spanked 
without having first been warned of the 
possible consequences of his acts, and with- 
out having himself elected to take those 
consequences, 

**He is his own master, his own legislat- 
or. If he suffers this particular treatment, 
it is because he has deliberately, willfully, 
knowingly invoked it. And, if it is severe, 
it is simply because he himself will not 
obey, will not submit. It is the struggle of 
his will with the will of society, as em- 
bodied in the management of the reforma- 
tory. It is he who has initiated the war, he 
who continues it, and in the conflict he is 
bound to suffer, as he is in any other con- 
flict with force. The only man who has ever 
suffered any pain or deprivation has thrown 
down the gage of battle first. When he 
committed his crime in society he invited 
the application of a force which deprived 
him of his liberty. But when already with- 
in the prison he continues to war against 
the force of society. Instead of submitting 
and making his way out successfully, as 70 
* aaa do, he invites new applications 
° : 

“That spanking has not been recklessly 
or cruelly or needlessly resorted to is 
shown by the very remarkable number of 
cases in which most serious offenses have 
not led to any bathroom treatment, but 
where Mr. Brockway, having recourse to 
moral means, as he invariably did, suc- 
ceeded by these alone without the resort 
to corporal punishment. This is conclusive 
evidence of the fact that no one was ever 
punished without cause, for there were 
hundreds, even thousands, of occasions 
Where punishmen was not administered 
although there was very grave cause. 

“The point lies in this, that the bathroom 
treatment was not punishment at all; it 
was treatment, and where the end aimed et 
was already accomplished it was not re- 
sorted to, as it would have been had it been 
retaliatory or expiratory in its nature.” 

Of the ameestone put forward that men 
had been kicked, and struck over the head, 
Mr. Ivins made very short work. 


No. Prisoner Touched with the Hot 
Iron. 


Then he took up the question of the use of 
the hot iron, which has been paraded as 
the height of barbarity. 

“On one occasion,” Mr. Ivins said, “a 
dangerous prisoner refused to come out of 
his cell. The keeper fearlessly went in to 


take him out by physical force, and the 
prisoner killed him in cold blocd. This was 
sufficient to illustrate the danger that was 
already known to exist. Thereafter, on six 
or — occasions, when like danger was 
feared, the prisoner who refused to leave 
his cell was made to do so without risking 
the lives or persons cf the keepers. ‘There 
‘was no alternative except to allow him to 
have his own way or to starve him. out. 
He always deliberately invited the use of 
some means for his removal, and it was not 
safe for keepers to enter these cells and in- 
eur the risks and consequences either to 
themselves or the prisoner of the latter’s 


violence. 

**The best 
humane me 
hook of hot 
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most effective and most 

was found to be to make a 
irdn to put into the cell, and 
to surround the prisoner and 
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pull him out if ‘he refused to come. This 
was done, and the prisoner in every case 
realized at once the danger of immediate 
eayeival suffering if he persisted in his re- 
usal, realized his complete helplessness and 
his powerlessness to display his own vio- 
lence, and so came to the door and submit- 
ted himself to be handcuffed. In no case 
was any prisoner ever burned or his flesh 
touched with the iron. The measure adopt- 
ed served its purpose perfectly. The dan- 
ger was so apparent, so imminent, so un- 
avoidable, that the very threat sufficed. 
Thus every object was accomplished. The 
prisoner was taken, there was no oppor- 
tunity for violence, no risks were incurred, 
and the prisoner himself was so completely 
and promptly dominated (as he could never 
have been in a personal and dangerous en- 
counter. between an armed keeper and an 
armed convict within the narrow limits of 
a prison cell) that he himself was spared the 
consequences of his own mad will.” 


Provisions of the Parole System. 

The “horrors” of ‘“‘the rest cure” and 
“seclusion cells,” employed where other 
cerrective means failed with particul@y 
vicious or stubborn prisoners, were next 
exploded by Mr. Ivins in the most simple 


manner. As to the charges that paroles 
were not granted as frequently as they 
should have been, Mr. Ivins said: 

‘““All observers and writers have agreed 
upon the almost impossible position in the 
world of the unemployed ex-convict, and 
the almost complete certainty that, hav- 
ing come out of jail, he will be so treated 
by society that the result will be his con- 
firmation in his criminal ways and his re- 
turn to prison at some time in the future. 
It is to guard against this that provision 
has been made never to issue a parole un- 
til proper occupation has been found for the 
inmate outsice the reformatory walls, and 
in such a manner that he can still be, in a 
measure, under the surveillance of the 
Board of Managers, as is provided by stat- 
ute. In the meantime, however, he contin- 
ues in every sense legally to be a prisoner. 
The law is most explicit. He is to remain 
while on parole in the legal custody and 
under the control of the Board of Man- 
agers, and subject at any time to be taken 
back within the inclosure of such reforma- 
tory. 

‘He provided with a new suit of 
clothes. He is given sufficient money to 
reach his destination and to pay his imme- 
diate expenses. He has an interview with 
the Superintendent, who hands him his 
parole papers, and then he is permitted to 
leave. Before going, the Superintendent 
explains to him fully the nature of his re- 
lation to the reformatory while outside of 
the inclosure, the fact that he is still a pris- 
oner under the law,*that he has been given 
this opportunity to test his capacity to live 
in society without the physical restraints 
of a jail, and that he must report from time 
to time and carefully observe certain regu- 
lations for his conduct, which are provided 
by the Board of Managers.”’ 

Mr. Ivins reviewed in detail the cases of 
the men who, it was alleged, had been im- 
properly rearrested under the parole and 
returned to the institution. He proved from 
the court records that every one of these 
men had violated his parole, generally re- 
turning to dishonest occupations, 


Mr. Brockway’s Splendid Career. 

Mr. Ivins had on Tuesday dissected the 
character of the witnesses called by the 
prosecution, showing them, with a few 
exceptions, by their own testimony, to be 
liars and perjurers. By way of contrast, 
Mr. Ivins yesterday went into the char- 
acter of the witnesses for the defense. 

“Chief among our witnesses,” he said, 
“is Mr. Brockway, who is the principal 
object of attack in this prosecution. His 
services to the State and to humanity have 


placed him in the foremost rank in his pro- 
fession, and have given him a reputation for 
learning, ability, practical skill, and con- 
scientiousness which is world-wide and 
which is second to that of no other public 
servant in any department of the civil serv- 
ice. This man has devoted an entire life 
to the creation of the greatest reformatory 
institution in the world. His life has been 
one of honorable distinction, and he has 
won the esteem of statesmen and criminalo- 
gists wherever the problems presented by 
the war against crime have attracted at- 
tention. 

‘““No one has ever suggested that it is 
possible for this man, who has made so 
splendid a career, and whose character, as 
illustrated by a life of good works, is shown 
to be beyond reproach, could or would de- 
liberately lie or commit a perjury for the 
purpose of saving himself against the ac- 
cusations of those unhappy outcasts and 
outlaws whom society has rned over to 
his care. He came before y and submit- 
ted to the most exhaustive examination. 
Every word, every syllable, every accent of 
the man, was filled with the emphasis of 
sincerity and truth. No effort was made 
by him to evade or conceal anything. With 
the utmost frankness and fullness he told 
the entire story of his administration of 
the reformatory, and avowed’ in the frank- 
est manner the motives which had con- 
trolled him in everything that he has done. 
In truth, the only reliable evidence in this 
case which can be turned against Mr. 
Brockway is the evidence he has himself 
supplied. 

“He has sworn to certain occurrences 
which will now be used to his detriment, 
but he did so without hesitancy not only, 
but even volunteered to tell those things 
which he knew at the time migkt be, and 
certainly would be, used against him. His 
testimony, nevertheless, shows most clear- 
ly that there is no foundation whatever for 
any one of the complaints made by the 101 
convict witnesses, and his statements, both 
in general and in detail, are sustained by 
those of every other witness whom we 
have called. He admits to having struck 
certain blows over the head, but swears that 
never but once did he strike a man severely 
on the head, and that was accidental. As to 
the other blows, he described them to you, 
and you will have a distinct recollection as 
to what they were, viz., slight taps upon 
the head with the end of the strap, the 
strap being held in the middle with one 
hand, and the other hand taking it between 
the middle and the end, so as to inflict a 
light tap in order to compel the inmate to 
keep his head in position, and so to stand 
as not to run the risk of the blows from 
the paddle falling elsewhere than on the 
place aimed at. 

‘“‘Much has been said about kicks and 
blows with the fist, all of which Mr. Brock- 
way has denied. He illustrated to you the 
manner in which he sometimes used the 
open hand for the purpose of awaking at- 
tention, and so successfully as frequently 
to avoid the necessity for any spanking 
whatever. This was done just as you or I 
might use our hand while talking with a 
friend or tompanion or servant for the pur- 
pose of arousing attention, and not other- 
wise. Still it may be generically classed 
as a blow with the hand and has been taken 
as a foundation for the exaggerations of the 
convict witnesses who have testified to 
them as frequent, severe, unwarranted, and 
brutal. In this Mr. Brockway has been con- 
firmed by every man other than a oonvict 
who was with him in the bathroom and 
who witnessed the spanking.

Testimony tn Mr. Brockway’s Favor. 

‘*T wish particularly to call your attention 
to the testimony of Prof. Monks, for whom 
even the prosecution has expressed the 
highest regard and esteem. He has been 
for years at the head of the educational de- 
partment proper, and has been in daily and 
hourly intercourse with the inmates, and 
his testimony proves not only that Mr. 
Brockway’s treatment of the inmates was 


uniformly kind, courteous, and Christian, 
but that he took the deepest personal 
and intimate interest in their welfare. 
Prof. Monks swears further that never 
at any time in his own intercourse 
with the inmates, which was of the 
most intimate character, did any one of 
them ever complain of any act of cruelty, 
brutality, or inhumanity on Mr. Brockway’s 
part. His entire testimony as to the con- 
duct of the reformatory, its disciplinary 
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methods, the results of those methods, the 
condition of the inmates, and the general 
morale of the institution, proves conclu- 
sively the i ssibility of the stories told 
by the prosecution’s witnesses, Either these 
witnesses have testified to that which is not 
true, or Prof. Monks himseif is an arrant 
perjurer. There is no otnér alternative. 

“The testimony of Dr. William C. Wey is 
that of a man who has been a manager of 
the institution from its foundation. e is 
known throughout the State as one of the 
most distinguished leaders of his profession, 
and until The World and its select company 
of criminals sought to make him a party to 
indescribable barburities, no breath of sus- 
jiclon has ever been raised against him. 

ou cannot fail to have been impressed by 
the very masterful ability of this man and by 
the exhibition of a character which is al- 
together exceptional for learning, breadth 
of view, intimate knowledge of the par- 
ticular subject in hand, mental directness 
and clearness, indomitable strength of pur- 
pose and will, and splendid fearlessness of 
COnBSRNOR AOR when he believes himself to be 
right. 

“To accept the evidence of any one or all 
of this criminal crew, as against that of 
Dr. Wey, would be to do violence to every 
test of truth. The same and as much may 
be said of the othér four managers who, 
with Dr. Wey, have won and enloy the es- 
teem of their neighbors as_ well as a wide 
reputation throughout the State, who have 
been eminently successful in their respective 
walks in life, who are regarded by all as 
exemplary gentlemen and citizens, and who 
have by the very a" ee voluntarily 
and uncompensated, of the ublic duty 
which they have performed, subjected 
themselves to that treatment at the hands 
of irresponsible and self-constituted critics 
which tends so strongly to male the accept- 
ance of any public office by any self-respect- 
ing and _ publicly-respected man almost 
equivalent to insanity, in view of the pen- 
alty he has to pry for his patriotism. 

An effort has been made to show that 
Dr. Hamilton D. Wey, the medical officer 
of the institution, is a person not properly 
qualified for the performance of the duties 
intrusted to him. No specific case has 
been proved, however, in which he has 
failed in the performance of his duty, but, 
on the other hand, his own testimony, as 
well as that of all the other witnesses, in- 
cluding those of the prosecution themselves, 
has demonstrated in the most conclusive 
manner that Dr. Wey is entitled to the es- 
teem and regard which he has won, not 
only throughout this country, but abroad, 
as an expert physician, familiar with all 
of the questions which arise in the treat- 
ment of criminals undergoing prison disci- 

line. With regard to these mutters, Dr. 

Vey stands confessedly at the head of his 
profession in this country, and the attempts 
to discredit him which were made at the 
opening of this case, and particularly at 
the last investigation, have so thoroughly 
failed that it is difficult now for us to find 
any handle whereby to take the matter up. 


A Remarkable List of Officials. 


“TI shall not dwell upon the characters 
of the other witnesses. I doubt if there 
is any other public institution or private 
corporation that has had in its employ any 
such list of men and has retained them for 
such lengths of time. One of the greatest 
difficulties always encountered in prison ad- 
ministration, and to which all penologists 
always find it necessary some time or an- 
other to recur, is to find honorable, faith- 


ful, reliable, courageous, able, and humane 
subordinates. This list is probably the most 
remarkable of its kind in exiuténce, and 
your knowledge of these men, after having 
heard them testify, and studied their char- 
acters, is such as to demonstrate to your 
minds conclusively that not the least among 
Mr. Brockway’s abilities has been that very 
rare one of ability to find and keep quali- 
fied, competent, and faithful subordinates. 
Nothing can go farther than this very fact 
to prove the quality of his executive ca- 
pacity, and to account for the success of the 
refo"matory. 

‘We also called a number of former in- 
mates, and could have called many .more 
as well as many actual inmates, to prove 
the general conditions prevailing in the re- 
formatory. Their evidence is also clear, con- 
sistent, and unshaken. The result of it all 
is this, that either the convict witnesses of 
the prosecution are all reliable, trustworthy 
witnesses and our witnesses are all per- 
jurers and miscreants, or the direct re- 
verse. 

“The testimony of the two sets of wit- 
nesses is so dizectly, so flagrantly, so_ir- 
reconcilably weed: that it is im- 
possible to find any middle ground. 


The Institution the Best Witness. 

“But there is one witness for Mr. Brock- 
way and the Managers which no convict 
testimony can overcome, a witness which 
supplies the final, the conclusive, the irre- 
futable and indestructible evidence of the 
success of the management and the peculiar 
fitness of Mr. Brockway for the delicate 
and difficult and thankless task to which 
he has devoted a long and noble life. That 
witness is the institution itself. Its testi- 
mony is eloquent beyond all telling. It is 


a marvel of order and system and perfect 
adaptation of means to ends. You who are 
familiar with great public institutions will 
at once recognize in this the most remark- 
able perfection of detailed organization, 
covering the most widely-separaced depart- 
ments of work. 

“The reformatory is not only a perfect 
prison, but it is a perfect barracks, a per- 
fect primary school of letters, a series of 
perfect trade schools for teaching the most 
diverse callings, a great laboratory where 
men are remade, a cure of souls, if there 
has ever been one in the sad history of a 
world which has, even yet, not learned what 
to do with its failures. 

“Our reformatory is not only a prison; 
it is a school of letters and a school of tech- 
nology, it is a series of manufactories, and 
a great military camp, where all of the ma- 
terial is bad, the very refuse of society. 
And yet with what result? Our schools are 
a success and give a better than primary 
education to the illiterate; our trade schools 
are unequaled and teagh handicrafts to 
those who need them most; our companies 
and battalions and regiments show results 
that were never attained, even in our or- 
ganized militia systems, until the most re- 
cent years; our factories do work which 
brings the best prices in our markets. 

‘Year after year we deliver back to the 
world, in lieu of the lazy, lying, thieving, 
ignorant, dangerous crew it sends us, new 
men—men who have had a new intellectual 
and moral birth; men fit for citizenship in 
a free and Christian land—defenders and 
not foes of society. The mechanism is com- 
plex and tntricate almost beyond description. 
Its conception and its orderly working have 
required, and still require, the highest order 
of ability, marvelous insight into the knowl- 
edge of human nature, the character of the 
priest and of the commander, the inventor 
and the great shopmaster, the teacher and 
the man of affairs. The State has been 
happy and fortunate in finding the man and 
the men who possess these qualities, and 
these men, combining philanthropy and 
knowledge, sentiment and courage, large 
humane common sense and a spirit for 
command, tempered by patience and kind- 
ness, have created and maintained an in- 
stitution unique in the world, and which 
has initiated one of the greatest revolu- 
tions in one of the most important depart- 
ments of organized social life. 


Perfection Almost Attained. 

“No great system, no great mechanism, 
is flawless; but consider, recall, all of the 
other institutions you have ever known of, 
and ask yourselves if you have ever seen 
any other which has so nearly attained 
perfection in every detail and in the 
achievement of the purposes of its exist- 
ence. 

*“ With all this before you, you ére now 
asked to condemn as unfit and unqualified 
for their posts the very men who have done, 


and who are doing, this most necessary, 
most difficult, and yet holiest of works. 
Which is the reliable witness? The institu- 
tion itself, the testimony of its success, the 
eloquent and emphatic testimony of every 
detail of its administration, or the malign- 
ant and perjured words of the men who are 
its enemies, its remorselesss en2mies, just 
because they are the incorrigible enemies 
of society, just because they themselves 
have supplied its most difficult problems, 
and have put it to the severest tests? 

“TI do not hesitate to oy that, no mat- 
ter what their stories, knowing their scurce, 
a eareful visitation of the institution itself 
is enough—and more than enough—to give 
them the lie eternally—enough to prove 
that the great man who has conceived and 
developed this great institution cannot be 
the degraded, inhuman, cruel brute that he 
has been painted b the morbid, crimina}, 
revengeful souls. he _ proposition is too 
absurd to be patiently listened to, and yet 
months of time and thousands of dollars 
have been expended in inquiring into the 
truth of these base and baseless charges. 

“ During the eighteen years’ existence the 
reformatory at Elmira had received up to 
Jan. 1, 4, 6,551 convict felons, ana of 
these it has discharged, either for good 
conduct or through the expiration of their 
terms, or by transfer to State prison, 
5,166. Of the latter, the number of those 
who were convicted under a sentence for 
an indefinite term was 4,797, and of this 
number 3,723 were paroled. Of those pa- 
roled, 2,300 were absolutely released, and 
there were still on parole awaiting their 
final release 622,

“Have ever such results been shown be- 
fore, and are criminals now to be treated 
as penologists to aid in undoing such a 
system? 

** Burke says: ‘ There is a sort of tem- 
perance by which a man speaks truth with 
measure, that he mer speak it longer.’ I 
have throughout this long discussion sought 
in all things to be temperate, as I have 
striven to be lucid and logical and fair. 
But there are some wrongs so great, some 
crimes so far-reaching in their baleful con- 
quences, that it is impossible to character- 
ize them; some malice and malevolence for 
which no condemnation is too stinging, 
some criminal intrepidity, some firmness: of 
foul purpose against which all the world 
revolts, and which all sane and sober and 
patriotic men would gladly see _pilloried 
upon the very gilded towers which such 
crime has impudently erected in commem- 
oration of its own successes and the pussil- 
lanimity of its victims. 

‘‘Such a crime, such wrong, such malice, 
I believe to be that of the New-York 
World against the Elmira Reformatory, its 
Managers, its Superintendent, against. the 
people of the entire State, and against the 
universal spirit of progress and humanity. 


Mr. Coudert’s Argument. 

As soon as the members of the Board 
of Inquiry reassembled after luncheon, Mr. 
Coudert began his argument for the prose- 
cution. He maintained his fame as one of 
the most interesting speakers in America 
and commanded the closest attention of his 
listeners. By way of introduction, he said: 

“We do not deny that the gentlemen com- 
prising the Board of Managers of the Elmi- 
ra Reformatory are honorable men, and 
men of the highest character. We simply 
say. that they have not given their duties 


the attention they should, and, for that rea- 
son, they should be dismissed. Such a dis- 
missal would be no imputation on their 
characters as men, though it may seem oth- 
erwise to you. The case of Dr. Wey will 
appeal particularly to at least one mem- 
ber of your honorable commission, Dr. 
Flint, who will naturally feel a strong sym- 
pathy for a professional brother. 

‘‘T mean to use no harsh language against 
any one, not even Mr. Brockway, though | 
may have to be at times severe in my con- 
demnation of his methods.”’ . 

Mr. Coudert then entered upon the discus: 
sion of his case. ‘‘ The most important 
question that we have to present,” he said, 
“jis Where does Brockway get his authority 
to paddle the men under his charge? 

“We contend that the infliction of chas- 
tisement in the prisons of the State—the El- 
mira Reformatory included—is expressly 
prohibited by statute, and that every blow 
struck by the Superintendent, Brockway, 
was struck in violation of law. . 

“Tt is conceded that. the Elmira. Re- 
formatory is a prison, but whether such a 
concession is made or not is immaterial, for 
the language of the law _is very plain. 
Chapter 408 of the Laws of 1869, authoriz- 
ing the appointment of Commissioners to 
locate a State penitentiary or reformatory, 
says: ‘Section 1. The Governor is hereby 
authorized.to appoint five Commissioners 
for the purpose of selecting a suitable site 
in the Sixth Judicial District upon which 
to erect a State penitentiary or industr’al 
reformatory for the reception of convicted 
criminals.’ Here, it will be observed, a 
State penitentiary and industrial reforma- 
tory are treated as interconvertible terms. 

“Now, by Section 87 of Chapter 460 of the 
Laws of 1848, corporal punishment is ex- 
plicitly prohibited in all State prisons and 

enitentiaries.”’ 
pe If the proposition, then, be correct, that 
the action of Brockway in beating the pris- 
oners with a paddle, or with a club, or 
with his fist was illegal, the illegality also 
attaches to the negative action of the man- 
agers who permitted it. It is idle for them 
to deny participation in these unlawful acts, 
for they not only tolerated, but expressly 
approved of them and the case is ended, so 
far as they are concerned. It must be de- 
cided against them. if it be true, as we sub- 
mit it is, that the statute prohibits corporal 
punishment in the Elmira Reformatory as 
well as in the other reformatories and 
prisens of the State.” 

Mr. Coudert discussed at some length the 
contention of Mr. Ivins that the reformatory 
was exempt from most of the ordinary 
prison acts, and then presented a “* finding 
of facts,” releasing practically all the al- 
legations made over and over against Mr. 
Brockway and the Board of Managers. 

‘Beating prisoners,’ said Mr. Coudert, 
“jis not a reformatory measure. It is a 
brutalizing measure—brutalizing both to the 
man who is punished and the man who 
inflicts the punishment. This is shown con- 
clusively by the case of Mr. Brockway him- 
self. Fifteen years ago he condemned cor- 
poral punishment in prisons just as vigor- 
ously as it is now sought to defend it. When 
he first started to inflict the punishment he 
was no doubt a good, tender-hearted man, 
who approached the task with aversion. 
But the record shows that he has struck 
20,000 blows with the paddle on the persons 
of the unfortunate young men_ under his 
charge, and the practice hardened him, 
until now he is utterly devoid of feeling or 
pity for his victims, and guilty, according 
to his own evidence of the most shocking 
brutality, thinking nothing of striking men 
with his fist.’’ : } 

Mr. Coudert spoke at some length on this 
phase of his case, and then he turned to the 
charge that Mr. Brockway arbitrarily trans- 
ferred men without a hearing, and frequent- 
ly without justification, .to State prisons. 
The Board of Managers,; the speaker con- 
tended, gave him the most unlimited and 
unheard of authority in this regard, having, 
he alieged, practically delegated all their 
powers contrary to law, in this as in 
other matters. The speaker also expressed 
his belief that the law had been outraged 
and violated, because the Board of Man- 
agers signed warrants for the rearrest of 
men on parole in blank, to be filled out, as 
Mr. Coudert put it, ‘“‘ at the discretion of Mr. 
Brockway.” 

Mr. Coudert submitted in all, fifty-five 
“ findings of fact,’’ and at the conclusion of 
his address !t was agreed that Mr. Ivins 
should have opportunity to submit findings 
for the defense. 

This closed the hearing. The commission 
will now make up its report and submit it 
to the Governor for action.

MWKINLLEYS THEORIES DISPROVED. 


Eight Speeches by Gov. Flower 


Cheered by Large 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., Oct. 31.—Despite the 
rain, Gov. Flower has found large audiences 
to greet him everywhere he stopped, and 
crowds were gathered and cheered him at 
many stations where his special -car, the 
Corsair, made no halt. He made addresses 
at Brockport, Albion, Lockport, Tona- 
wanda, Niagara Falls, Suspension Bridge, 
Buffalo, and Dunkirk, resting at the last- 
named place for the night. 

A short speech at Brockport was followed 
by a longer one at Albion. There he said 
some good words for the State candidates. 
“Give the candidates your hearty support,” 
he said, ‘and by winning New-York this 
Fall for the Democracy we shall prepare 
the way for a glorious Democratic victory 
throughout the Nation in 1896.’’ 

At Lockport the Governor devoted his at- 
tention to refuting the theories of McKin- 
ley, calling attention to the increased ex- 
port of apples under the new tariff. He 
said the answer to McKinley’s dismal 
croakings was best seen in the resumption 
of work in the. factories throughout the 
country. 

To the people of Tonawanda he spoke of 
the encouragement he had received during 
his trip. McKinley and his theories was 
the text on which he spoke to his audience 
at Niagara Falls, and at Suspension Bridge 
he chose a new subject, the alliance of the 
Republicans and the A. P, A. 

“Unexpectedly a new issue has been 
thrust into this campaign,’’ he said, ‘‘an 
issue which never could have been raised 
except for the significantly suspicious ac- 
tion of the Republican managers at Sara- 
toga in ailying themselves with the agents 
of a secret, oath-bound organization, whose 
chief purpose is the proscription of men 
from employment and public office on ac- 
count of their religious belief. Republican 
success this Fall would mean that such an 
alliance is popular. It would encourage the 
growth of intolerance. It would promote 
hostility to Jews and Catholics and to for- 
eign-born citizens of all creeds and races. 
One party—I am glad it is my own—has 
had the manliness to denounce in no un- 
certain language this new Know-Nothing- 
ism, and I predict that, just as in 1856, the 
people by the election of Democratic can- 
didates rebuked by large majorities. the 
spirit of intolerance which had then allied 
itself with the Whig Party, so in the elec- 
tions of 1894, by the choice of Democratic 
candidates, will the people rebuke this mod- 
ern attempt to inject religious considera- 
tions into politics.”’ 

The Governor arrived at 
Street Station in Buffalo at 1:10 P. M., and 
from a carriage opposite the station ad- 
dressed a large assemblage. The Governor 
was heartily cheered. He spoke of the hard 
times the country had passed through, as- 
serting that the McKinley bill was respon- 
sible'for them. The skies were brightening, 
however; factories are now starting up 
and a general business revival was in prog- 
ress. He urged his hearers not to. dis- 
turb this hopeful outlook, and closed with 
an appeal to vote for Hill and Lockwood 
and the whole Democratic ticket. 

No stop was made between Buffalo 
Dunkirk and the Governor got a few hours 
of rest. He reached Dunkirk at 6 P. M., 
and spoke to a large audience at Nelson’s 
Opera House in the evening. His speech 
was devoted to an exposition of the causes 
of the panic. In a very clear manner he 
explained how the Sherman Silver bill had 
caused distrust of the currency in the 
minds of the people. This distrust led to 
the withdrawal of money by its owners 
from banks and savings banks. The system 
of credit, which has its. basis in the banks, 
was thus sapped at its foundation. No new

The tiger is afraid of Mr. Goff, and yes- 
terday made a sullen growl at him. This 
took the form of an anonymous circula: 
sent out by some members of the Pequod 
Club to the members of the Police Depart- 
ment. It was a sympathetic appeal inspired 
by the merciless way Mr. Goff has laid open 
he corruption in that department. This ap- 
peal was sent out in an attempt to arouse 
the department against Mr. Goff. It also 
had the customary Tammany bulldozing 
and threat-making attitude. 

Coupled with the threat was an appeal to 
the police to rally on election day. It was 
in line with the attitude of Commissioner 
Sheehan, who is the head and front of the 
Pequod Club. The circular begins: 


On the’ 6th of November next those connected 
with the Puliice Department of the City of New- 
York will be given an opportunity of showing 
appreciation for John W. Goff, who has 
derided and insulted every person connected 
with the department. 


The circular apologizes for the rottenness 
in the department in these words: 


There may be some of us who occasionally go 
astray. This can be said in every profession, and 
is the case in every walk of life, but should 
be no reason for deriding and insulting every 
member of the department. 

Following this is an indefinite and ridicu- 
lous charge that Mr. Goff is as bad as any 
of the department, and then comes an ap- 
peal to come out, and vote against Mr. 
Goff. The appeal for bulldozing is contained 
in the last paragraph, as follows: 

Lay aside every assumed or imaginary griev- 
ance that we may have, and stand together like 
men on Nov. 6 next, when the power and the 
influence of the members of the department will 
brave a great oearing in assisting to defeat every 
candidate of the Republican. Party. 


The desperate straits to which Tammany 
has been driven by Mr. Goff have evidently 
been responsible for these threats. 

A number of communications have been 
received at the headquarters of the Commit- 
tee of Seventy, warning its officials against 
a species of fraud which, it is asserted, will 
be attempted on election day in the up- 
town districts. It is alleged that prepara- 
tions have been made for a large number 
of Tammany followers to go to the polls 
in genteel attire, and attempt to personate 
citizens whose names and addresses they 
have taken from the registry lists. The

spectors will be on the lookout for this, and 
arrangements have been effected to make 
short shrift for those who are detected in 
an attempt to violate election laws. 

A letter was received yesterday by Chair- 
man Larocque of the Committee of Seventy 
from Dr. Richard H. Derby, whose pro- 
fessional training and wide experience give 
great weight to his observations concerning 
the sanitary condition of New-York under 
Tammany’s corrupt rule. Dr. Derby says: 


The City of New-York, situated as it 1s, be- 
tween two great bodies of water, both emptying 
into the sea, possesses natural advantages for the 
maintenance of the health and comfort of its 
people such as are found in few other capitals 
of the world: The streets and thoroughfares 
of this ectiy should be the cleanest, the purity of 
its water supply should be guarded by every pre- 
caution known to sanitary science, and its Health 
Board and quarantine protection should be abso. 
lutely beyond the control of local and selfish 
politicians, 

Despite complaints uttered repeatedly by both 
professional men and the public, nowithstanding 
an increase in the appropriation for street clean- 
ing from $1,000,000 to more than $2,000,000 in 
seven years, we have a system in itself inferior, 
neglect and incompetence on the part of the 
department, which meets us at every turn out of 
doors, and the whole a growing menace to the 
public health. Sprinkling of the streets, essen- 
tial to the health and comfort of the people, has 
for ten years at a rental of 
$28,000, and the householder must pay for it 
if he would enjoy it.

Only the inexperienced and gullible will 


be deceived by the reports regularly given 
out from Tammany headquarters of 
alarming defections from the ranks of 
the State Democracy and other organi- 
zations opposed to Tammany.

CHOATE ON THE APPORTION- 
MENT. 


Joseph Hodges Choate, whose name is 
appended to the proposed new Constitu- 
tion as President of the convention that 
framed it, has found it expedient to 
come out in a labored defense of the ap- 
portionment provisions. This is an ac- 
knowledgment that they need defense. 

A large part of his long argument is 
quite irrelevant to the real question be- 
fore the people. The right of the con- 
vention to make a new apportionment is 
not seriously questioned, nor is any stress 
laid upon the proposed increase in the 
number of Senators and Assemblymen. 
The merits of the apportionment made 
two years ago, to which he pays a great 
deal of attention, have absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the case. Like the Re- 
publican apportionment which preceded 
it, and which was persistently main- 
tained for fourteen years, in spite of the 
requirements of the Constitution, it was 
partisan and unfair. But that furnishes 
no excuse to a Constitutional Convention 
for imbedding in the organic law a new 
one of a like character. The question 
now is simply whether the proposed ap- 
portionment is just and fair to the peo- 
ple of all sections of this State. 

In his attempt to justify it Mr. Choate 
invokes the principle of representing ter- 
ritorial area and differing local interests, 
in modification of the principle of repre- 
senting the people. He shows that this 
is done in certain other States, and we 
know to what a pernicious extent it is 
carried in the neighboring State of Con- 
necticut, and maintained to the benefit 
of nothing but a political party. It can 
be shown that in a much larger number 
of States it has not been adopted, and 
that they suffer no disadvantage in con- 
sequence. In this State it has never been 
accepted, though for convenience, and as 
a bar against gerrymandering, county 
lines have always been maintained in 
making up representative districts. This 
question touches the fundamental prin- 
ciple of popular representation, and the 
Democratic principle is that people are 
to be represented in the lawmaking body, 
and not acres or special interests. De- 
partures from it, even in the United 
States Senate, are compromises with 
Democratic doctrine which have wrought 
no benefit to the common weal. 

This argument is an admission that 
the proposed apportionment is based 
upon inequality of representation, so far 
as numbers are concerned, and its oppo- 
nents will be prepared to accept that as 
the issue. Mr. Choate affects to repel 
the charge that the rule of the conven- 
tion was based “upon some idea of the 
superior virtue or intelligence of the in- 
habitants of rural populations,’”’ but he 
fails to show that it is based upon any 
other idea. The discrimination is wholly 
in favor of what he calls the “ inhabit- 
ants of rural populations,” and he under- 
takes to show that it ought to be so, 
without telling us why, unless it is on 
account of their “superior virtue or in- 
telligence.” What else can make them 
fit to exercise a disproportionate power 
in legislation? When he undertakes to 
justify the permanent restriction upon 
the representation of the future metrop- 
olis of the State, he bases his argument 
directly upon an assumption of the in- 
ferior fitness of its people, or what he 
might call the “inhabitants of its popu- 
lation,’”’ to exercise the power of govern- 
ment, thus refuting his own denial. 

Mr. Choate appears at his weakest 
when he treats as absurd the “ mare’s 
nest ’—to adopt his own peculiar phrase- 
ology again—that ‘has been started 
against the apportionment article,” in 
doing away with the legislative session 
of 1895. In order to maintain his claim 
that the Senate and Assembly “ consti- 
tutionally elected” last year and this 
will be “‘ vested by the express language 
of the Constitution with the legislative 
power of the State,” he is forced to argue 
that the present Constitution will con- 
‘tinue in force, being merely modified by

with only two of them. The thirty-one 
others modify the Constitution in nearly 
all its articles, and it is to be presented 
to the people as.a new and revised Con- 
stitution for their acceptance or rejec- 
tion as such. It begins with the cus- 
tomary devout announcement that “ we 
the people,” &c., “ do establish this Con- 
stitution,” and ends with the declaration 
that “this Constitution shall be in force 
from and including the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1895, except ‘as herein otherwise 
provided.” The official notice of the Sec- 
retary of State submits to a yote of the 
people an entire ‘Constitution of the 
State of New-York, adopted in conven- 
tion Sept. 29, 1894.” When that goes 
into effect, if ratified, the old Constitution 
will necessarily be superseded and of no 
effect, except as otherwise provided, and 
no provision is made for continuing the 
legislative power of the State in the 
superseded Legislature. Af all events, 
there is doubt enough to reinforce the 
other reasons for rejecting the appor- 
tionment amendment.

JOHN C. SHEEHAN, 

Nearly a year ago The Times proved 
that John C. Sheehan was a defaulter in 
Buffalo before he came to this city to be- 
come a Secretary of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission and Police Commissioner.

Sa PRET TEE ERNE 
THE WAR IN ‘THE EAST. 

The report forwarded by the American 
Minister to China of the defeat of the 
Chinese at Chinlien-Cheng and their re- 
treat upon Moukden is ominously coupled 
with a rumor of the disembarkation of 
the second Japanese army in Ta-Lien- 
Wan Bay. This bay indents the southern 
coast of the Kwang-Teng peninsula and 
narrows it to a mere neck of land within 
a few marches of Port Arthur, the object- 
ive of this part of the Japanese forces. 
That Port Arthur is now at the mercy of 
the invaders cannot be doubted. The sea 
power of the Chinese must have been 
completely broken before even their inact- 
ivecommanders would have permitted the 
Japanese to land without opposition at a 
point so near the harbor which contains 
the only dockyards and naval arsenals of 
the Chinese, which commands the roads 
both by water to Pekin and by land to 
Moukden, and which would prove the 
most eligible base of supplies for an in- 
vading force operating either against 
the old or the new capital. The battle off 
the Yalu, it is now evident, has virtually 
destroyed the Chinese Navy and deprived 
it of any power of protecting the Chinese 
coast. 

The news forwarded by Mr. Denby is in 
some respects even more significant than 
that which comes from Yokohama by 
way of London. It is more significant 
because it is an admission of a Chinese 
defeat coming from Pekin. One of the 
haters of Japan who still abound in Eng- 
land and who are to be looked for there in 
accordance with the old saying that we 
hate those whom we have injured point- 
ed out the other day that the war news 
had all come from Japanese sources, and 
intimated that it had been cooked in the 
Japanese interest. That cannot be said 
of the news that the American Minister 
obtains from official sources at the Chi- 
nese capital. The forces defeated at 
Chinlien-Cheng are the forces that were 
relied upon for the defense of Moukden. 
The probability is that neither Port Ar- 
thur nor Moukden can offer any effective 
resistance, now that their outworks have 
been carried. Indeed, it does not appear 
what but the weather can obstruct the 
march to Pekin. The Flowery Kingdom 
seems to be in much the same state to 
which the Confederate States were re- 
duced when Gen. Sherman urged that he 
should be allowed to march through them, 
saying, “The Confederacy is a hollow 
shell.”

BROOKLYN PARTISANS, 


A campaign orator of the Brooklyn Re-

‘an city and county candidates from those 


‘“‘who wish to see the spiendid adminis- 
tration of Mayor Schieren sustained and 
his wise and economical policy contin- 
ued.” If the convention which nomi- 
nated these candidates shared this wish, 
why did not its members say so? Why 
were the candidates not pledged to sup- 
port Mr. Schieren’s administration? Why 
were not men selected who were known 
to be in hearty sympathy with the Mayor 
and who could be trusted to act in sym- 
pathy with him, intelligently, faithfully, 
and unselfishly? 

As a matter of fact, the only candidates 
who can be entirely trusted to do this are 
those of the Reform Democracy. They 
are specifically pledged to do it. They 
are men whose word is absolutely to be 
relied on. They have all proved by their 
conduct in public affairs in the past that 
they have the same high standard as the 
Mayor. They have all been active in 
bringing about the revolution in Brooklyn 
which made Mr. Schieren?s election possi- 
ble, not as a Republican Mayor, but as 
the Mayor of the whole city and all its 
people, with no (purpose but honestly and 
skillfully to e the public interest. 

Yet for the political organization with- 


done, for the men whose labors have been 
at once so fruitful and absolutely indis- 
pensable, the Republican orator has noth- 
ing but disdain and insult. They are the 
“immaculate, holier-than-thou purists 
of the Democratic faith.” They are 
charged with having no motive but the 
wish to “dictate to the Democracy of 
Kings County the delegates to the next 
Democratic National Convention.” If 
such utterances as these fairly represent- 
ed the sentiment of Brooklyn Republic- 
ans, there would be scant encouragement 
for men who are not Republicans in na- 
tional politics to seek the good of the city 
independent of partisanship. But these 
utterances do not express the general Re- 
publican feeling. They give voice to one 
sentiment only—that of greed for partisan 
advantage, no matter what the cost. 
They only make plainer. not merely the 
duty but the need of honest citizens who 
will firmly fight for decent city govern- 
ment, no matter to what party they be- 
long.

A QUESTION OF “SLAVERY.” 


Mr. Depew has started on a speech- 
making tour through the southern coun- 
ties of the State. He is a good speaker 
and he should carry gayety wherever he 
goes, but if he continues as he has begun 
he will not make any votes for Repub ic- 
an candidates for Congress. We do not 
think that he will make many for the 
Republican candidate for Governor. At 
his first stopping place, in Rockland 
County, Mr. Depew is reported as refer- 
ring to speeches he made when a student 
in college. “‘ The question then,’’ he said, 
“was slavery, and the people, under the 
distress of the hour, broke away from the 
Democratic rule and carried the question 
then to its sticcessful issue. Thirty-odd 
years have passed, and we are again 
fighting a battle against another kind of 
slavery—that of the free labor of America 
against the pauper labor of Europe.” 

Does Mr. Depew wish us to take this 
statement seriously? He has not labeled 
it a joke. Made post-prandially, when 
the “dinner had been dropped in the 
slot,” to hearers habituated to his style, 
it might be listened to as the prelude to 
some play of irony or sarcasm. But 
made to a rural audience in the closing 
days of a campaign, if it is jest, it is jest 
thrown away. And taken seriously, it is 
not an honorable thing for Mr. Depew 
to say. He has seen too much of life on 
both sides of the ocean, of business, of 
manufactures, of agriculture, not to know 
that his statement is wide of the truth. 
The “slavery of the free labor of Amer- 
ica’ he refers to must be the effect of 
the Democratic tariff, and it must come, 
if at all, from competition with foreign 
labor brought about by that tariff. Now, 
it is a fact of common knowledge that 
the great majority of the workingmen of 
the United States, the men who work 
with their hands, are engaged, as Mr. 
Depew’s hearers are, in farming. Does 
the new tariff invite or permit foreign 
competition with them? Nota bit. Does 
it tend to enslave or oppress them or in 
any way injure or hamper them? On 
the contrary, it gives a chance for a bet- 
ter return for the surplus product which 
is sold abroad and which fixes the price 
at home. Taking ‘“ free American labor,” 
not only of this sort, but of all sorts, the 
new tariff does two things for those who 
perform this labor—it cuts down the cost 
of living and it gives a wider market for 
American manufactures, and so a wider 
market for the labor in them. 

But if the slavery depicted by Mr. De- 
pew does not exist, the rdle of his party 
as the friend of the workingman is ridic- 
ulous. For a quarter of a century that 
party shut out the product of “ pauper 
labor” and let in the pauper labor itself, 
unchecked and unsifted, and all the most 
highly protected manufactures were 
largely carried on by the labor thus im- 
ported. If there ever was any slavery for 
labor, this was an example of it, for it 
taxed native workingmen on everything 
they had to buy and brought unlimited 
foreign labor to compete with them for 
wages. At last the workingmen awoke 
to the cheat in this operation and de- 
manded the prohibition of imported con- 
tract labor. It is curfous and not edify- 
ing to find that the Republican candidate 
for Governor has twice violated the spirit 
of that law. Whether he has technically 
broken it is of no consequence, for if it is 
right that Mr. Depew shall be forbidden 
to import railroad builders or freight 
handlers, it is just as right that Mr. 
Morton shall not indulge in an imported 
pauper coachman. The equity is the 
same in both cases, and the hypocrisy of 
the candidate happens fairly to express 
the hypocrisy of the party. The slavery 
that Mr. Depew ought to be fighting is 
that against which he took the field so 
gallantly in 1872, under the banner of 
Horace Greeley, the slavery of partisan- 
ship, which compels men like him blindly 
to serve on the stump, with rhetoric and 
rhodomontade, a cause that in reality Is 
very, very different from the picture of 
it that they present.

A REMINISCENCE. 

The Republican Party at its National 
Convention in 1888 adopted a platform 
which included the following paragraph: 


“We declare our opposition to all com- 
binations of capital organized in Trusts or 
otherwise to control arbitrarily the condi- 
tion of trade.” 


It also nominated for the office of Vice 
President Mr. Levi P. Morton, the head 
of the well-known London banking firm 
of Morton, Rose & Co. 


Immediately after this platform had’ 


been adopted and this nomination had 
been made, Mr. Morton undertook to 
promote and carry to a successful finan- 
cial issue the project of making in Eng- 
land a Salt Trust, which should in due 
time, if the arrangements could be made, 
include the salt industry of the United 
States. 

On Oct. 8, about three months after 
Mr. Morton had accepted the nomination 
on this Anti-Trust platform, Morton, 
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of the new Salt Trust, in which it was 
shown that the combination’s purpose 
was to increase the price of salt by 300 
per cent. Investors were assured that 
the profits would be very large. The 
name of the Trust was to be the Salt 
Union, as was shown by the following 
introductory paragraph: 


“The share list will close on or before 
Friday, Oct. 12, Messrs. Morton, Rose & 
Co. are authorized to invite applications for 
the shares and debentures of the Salt Union, 


Limited.” 


A member of Mr. Morton’s firm was 
also a member of the Board of Directors. 
The purpose of the Trust makers to take 
in salt producers outside of England was 
set forth in the articles of incorporation, 
which declared that one of the objects of 
the combination was— 

‘*To purchase or otherwise acquire, take 
over, and amalgamate all or any salt mines, 


works, lands, or undertakings, whether in 
the United Kingdom or elsewhere.”’ 


It was in the course of this campaign, 
while Mr. Morton was profitably engaged 
in promoting and “ financing” this Salt 
Trust, that the late Mr. Blaine, in a 
public address, pointed to the probability 
that the English Trust makers would 
draw into the combination the members 
of the so-called Salt Association in Mich- 
igan, and remarked that they would be 
“all stockholders on the ground floor, 
and both united in an agreement to ad- 
vance salt 300 per cent. to the consumer 
in Great Britain and the United States.” 

The English Trust has not procured 
the adhesion of the salt producers in this 
country, although it will be recalled that 
there was an attempt three or four years 
ago to make a Salt Trust here on the 
English plan, and that it was commotily 
understood that the successful comple- 
tion of this project would be followed by 
a working agreement with the English 
Trust or by a practical consolidation of 
the two combinations. But after pro- 
longed negotiations the American project 
was abandoned. 

Immediately after the successful ter- 
mination of the labors of Morton, Rose 
& Co. in behalf of the British Salt Trust, 
the promise of the prospectus was car- 
ried out, and the price of common salt in 
England was increased by nearly 800 per 
cent. ‘The gains of the originators and 
promoters of this Trust must have been 
very large, and Mr. Levi P. Morton is 
now spending a part of the profits to 
promote his political fortunes in this 
State. 

His party, after electing to the office 
of Vice President on an Anti-Trust plat- 
form this promoter and beneficiary of 
the English Salt Trust, exhibited the in- 
sincerity of its professions by enacting, 
in 1890, a tariff by which great favors 
were given to scores of Trusts and simi- 
lar combinations which had extended to 
the party much aid and comfort in the 
form of influence or cash. 


JOY KILLED THE REV. E. F. ROBERTS. 


He Was About to Receive $50,000 for a 
New Cash Register Device. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 31.—Excessive 
joy was the actual cause of the death of 
the Rev. Edward F. Roberts of this city, 
whose funeral was held at his home here 
yesterday. He died in Washington last Fri- 
day from the bursting of a blood vessel, due 
to excitement over the news of the success 
of an invention upon which he had been 
laboring for a long time in poverty, and 
for which, within a few days, he was to 
receive $50,000. F 

Mr. Roberts was born in Manchester, Eng- 


land, Jan. 1, 1857, and came to this city in 
1884, when he entered the University of 
Rochester, from which institution he was 
gtaduated in 1888. Subsequently, he took 
a two years’ course at the Rochester Theo- 
logical Seminary, after which he removed 
to Columbus, Ohio, where, in June, 1891, 
he was ordained a Baptist minister, In 
the Fall of 1893 he returned to this city. 

He was a man of considerable inventive 
ability, and while in college was at work 
on several devices, one of which was a 
method of steam heating. 

Six years ago he turned his attention to 
the invention of a é@ash register, said to pos- 
sess marked advantages over other ma- 
chines. Since that time he had perfected 
his patents and worked unceasingly to or- 
ganize a company to put the machine upon 
the market. 

A number of Rochester business men in- 
spected the machine and were impressed 
with its value. Last week the formation of 
the new company was practically complet- 
ed, it being stipulated that Mr. Roberts 
was to receive $50,000 for his invention. He 
went to Washington to make a final search 
in the Patent Office in order to assure the 
company that everything was all right. 

His inspection resulted in a certainty that 
there could be no possible danger of liti- 
gation and that the fortune was within his 
grasp. The relief and joy was more than 
his overworked body could stand. On Thurs- 
day a blood vessel burst in his brain, 


FROM BRIDGEPORT IN A BALLOON. 


The Story of a Perilous Ride Two 
Aeronauts Say Is True. 


Leo Stevens and Robert McKim, two 
aeronauts, of 415 West Thirty-fifth Street, 
say they made a trip by balloon from 
Bridgeport, Conn, to this city Tuesday 
night. 

_ ‘The men declare that an inventor, about 
whom they say they know nothing—not even 
his name—hired them to take the Nevada, 
one of their balloons, to Bridgeport on 


Tuesday night, to test the efficacy of a 
generator of hydrogen gas which had been 
invented by their mysterious employer. It 
was necessary to take the balloon away 
from New-York before inflating it by means 
of the new generator, in order to avoid 
having the invention copied. 

The work of the generator must have 
been a success, for the men say that their 
mysterious friend paid them well, as soon 
as he saw the balloon inflated, but since 
that time the man of mystery has not made 
his appearance. The story of the trip is 
thus told by Mr. Stevens: 

“We waited near Bridgeport until it was 
quite dark and then filled the silk and linen 
bag with 25,000 cubic feet of hydrogen. ‘We 
went up straignt for about a mile and a half 
and then lost our compass. We did not 
know where we were, and at ohne time heard 
the roar of waves below us. We dropped 
sand, and ey saw New-York, looking no 
larger than it does on a map.” 

The balloon, according to the story, struck 
the roof of 501 East Sevegty-ninth Street, 
but the men could not get off the roof until 
an hour afterward, when the janitor came 
upstairs.

SUPERB PORTRAITS OF WOMEN 


EXHIBITION AT THE NATIONAL 
ACADEMY OF DESIGN. 


Galleries of Beauty, Grace, and Sov- 
eréign Distinction—Artists of Vari- 
ous Epochs and Nations—Fignures of 
Two Centuries—Painters Have ®le- 
vated Their Ideals and Women 
Have Realized Them—Surroundings 
of an Elegant Reception of Fash- 
lonable Life, 


There was a press view at the National 
Academy of Design yesterday of the por- 
traits of women, the formal exhibition of 
which is to be opened to-day and to be con- 
tinued for & month. It is a gallery of cabi- 
nets. It affects one as do those fine pieces of 
furniture, inlaid with medallions in enamel, 
that tir . has marked with its seals, and 
which ,ave come to us intact. One opens 
it, the silver key turns in the chiseled jock, 
a treasure comes out; loves, secrets, reve- 
lations, letters of wise men, letters of wo- 
men, letters of love, traces of tears; im- 
pressions of hands agitated by human emo- 
tions! One may not be in a critical mood. 

Mouths accented as epigrams of Martial, 
eyes of velvet, expressions of admiration 
for visible splendors, of enthusiasm for cre- 
ated things, of aspirations for all noble 
thoughts, hair of gold of ideal fineness, 
wit, grace, youth, charm, sovereign dis- 
tinction, flowers of beauty, of intelligence 
sufround one, and clear and fugitive smiles 
of women, which are the definitely-supteme 
judgment, will for oie month reward art- 
ists, models, and exhibitors of all these 
splendors. What may criticism do, if not 
ardently admire? 

Portraits are pictures of individuals, and 
resemblance is their imeprative quality; but, 
if ofie imagine that resemblance be absolute 
and uniform, how mistaken the idea is! 
The same subject ,will serve for radically 
different images, and all will be relatively 
truthful, for light, moods, impressions, in- 
numerable accidents make model arid paint- 
er infinitely varied, and a portrait reflects 
its creator as much as its theme. 

The subject has a physical characteristic 
which is the image of a moral character- 
istic; the painter must imitate the former; 
but he cannot imitate without re-creating it, 
and he fixes on canvas expressive traits, 
the sense of each one of them and the tela- 
tive value of all, in a language which re- 
flects his sentiment instantaneously. He 
has instinctive sagacity, sureness of view, 
watchful attentiveness of an observer, imag- 
ination, and the intuition of a poet. Consult 
the masters whose works are exhibited here 
and see how far from servile and literai 
is portrait painting. It is a mode of ex- 
pression, and the minds of their painters are 
in the portraits. 

There are psychological portraits in which 
every trait is subordinated to moral ex- 
pression. There are mundane portraits 
which are clear and expressive, but less 
profound than graceful. There are portraits 
of the style of the Italian masters, expres- 
sive without familiarity, individual, and 
vivid, but generalized in careful regard to 
form. There are intimate portraits, of which 
'the Dutch masters made masterpieces. 
There are decorative portraits, which in- 
terest one by order in lines and picturesque 
effect of harmony in colors. But all por- 
traits that will live are the best instructors 
in art, for one will not find in them even 
a semblance Ss sense to Platonic idealism 
with its theor¥ of eternal types and ideals, 
or to realism in its limited significance. 
One may learn from them that a painted 
portrait is a work of art because it is.a 
synthetic work, created by concerted aetion 
of senses and mind. 

At the formal opening to-day some of the 
pictures will come out of their frames in 
the radiance of an e:egant reception of 
fashionable life. Portraits of one epoch will 
be compared with those of another; effigies 
of persons not named will provoke intel- 
lectual and sympathetic delights in histo- 
rians @nd psychologists. Technical qualities 
and defects will be gravely discussed by 
serious art students, and by individualists 
who shall have a perfect privilege to ex- 
press their preferences, provided they may 
not pretend to impose them upon others; 
and gayety and luxury of silks, satins, 
and jewels will return to the canvases on 
the walls some of their glory and their 
sumptuousness. What may criticism do if 
not tell some of the portraits that the 
critic has particularly admired? 

There are portraits by Sargent, Porter, 
Chase, Thayer, Hunt, Beckwith, Dewing, 
Eaton, Butler, Kenyon Cox, Eastman John- 
son, Miss Cassatt, Whistler, and Metcalf 
among the Americans of the present time. 
There are portraits by Gilbert Stuart, Inn- 
man, Copley, Ingham, and Trumbull among 
the Americans of former times. 

There are portraits by Carolus Duran, 
Benjamin-Constant, Leon Bonnat, Gustave 
Boulanger, Alexandre Cabanel, Théobald 
Chartran, Dagnan-Bouveret, Dubufe, Ger- 
vex, and Madrazo among modern French 
painters, and by Vanloo, Vigée-Lebrun, 
Nattier, Rigaud, and Greuze among French 
painters of former times. 

There are portraits by Cosway, Hoppner, 
Hicks, Kneller, Landseer, Lawrence, Rey- 
nolds, Mierevelt, Peale, Romney, Sharpless, 
Sully, Van Dyck, and others among paint- 
ers of various nations of former times. 

There are miniatures which are excellent 
and others that are not so good, and may 
serve for comparison; the collection of Mr. 
Valentin Blacque, which is admirable, and 


that of Mr. Peter Marié, which contains 
the secret of happiness—that is, a great 
deal to be desired. 

Portraits by modern painters are in the 
entrance hall, the South, Bast, and West 
Galleries. Portraits by ancient painters are 
in the North and West Galleries. The or- 
ganizers of the exhibition say that it has 
been their aim to make it representative 
of portrait painting of all schools, and, 
particularly, to make it illustrative of the 
development of the art in the United States. 
Certainly the art has been developed, but 
will not those whom its study attracts ob- 
serve that, as the painters elevated their 
ideals, women realized them? In the time 
of Copley the painter said: ‘‘ Be beautiful 
and hush,” and they hushed; and now that 
the painters say: “ Talk; beauty is expres- 
sion,’ how intelligently they talk in every 
attitude and in every gesture! 

There is an interesting portrait of Marie 
de Medici and the ladies of her Court, the 
latter seated on ‘“ tabourets’’ in a semi- 
circle ‘around her, by Frans Pourbus; a 
ortrait by Cuyp, one of Miss Murray by 

ichard Cosway, one by Nattier, a portrait 
of Mme. de Chateau-Renaud by Drouais, 
one of the Duchess of Kurland by Angelica 
Kauffmann, one of the daughter of Sir 
William Russell at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century by Sir Godfrey Kneller, 
one of Mme. Adelaide of France, and one 
of the Countess of Carnavon, by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds; one of Mrs. Wells, a celebrated 
actress, and one of Lady Hamilton, by 
Romney, and two of Queen Marie Antoi- 
nette in oils and pastel, by Mme. Vigée- 
Lebrun. 

There are miniatures of a lady by Berry, 
of Mile. Duthé by Hénard, of Mme. du 
Berry by Dubourg, of a French actress by 
Guérin, of a lady’ by Isabey, of a young 
shepherdess by Fragonard, of Clémentine 
Sobieski by Petitot, of:Miss Miller by Hor- 
ace Hone, of Lady Stamford by Cosway, of 
Lady Arabella Stuart by Isaac Oliver, of 
Mrs. Liston by Gilbert Stuart, of Elizabeth 
Bowdoin by Maibone. There are several 
portraits of contemporary persons by Will- 
iom J. Baer, which are strikingly beauti- 
ful.

It is in its grave simplicity one of 
the most attractive works of the exhibi- 
tion. Miss Louise H. King. standing, in 
pink, with a transparent fan in her hand, is 
a charming work of Kenyon Cox; Miss 
Rogers in blue, in a symphony of blue and 
green colors and Miss Rogers, again, in a 
black corsage, in profile are seductive works 
of Kenneth Frazier.

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HARRISON TALKS 70 A CROWD | 


THE EX-PRESIDENT SPEAKS IN 
BEHALF OF MORTON. 


Poor Management Results in Confu- 
sion About Carnegie Hall—Women 
Faint in the Crush—Vice Presidents 
of the Meeting Unable to Get In=— 
The Police Fail te Handle the 
Crowd—Lecal as Well as State Is- 


sues Receive Attention, 


Wx-President Harrison made 4a political 
speech in Carnegie Hall last night. His 
presence had been widely advertised under 
the management of the Republican State 
Committee. 

Before 6 o’clock the space in Fifty-seventh 
Street was packed. The same was true of 


eu Fifty-sixth Street, where there is one nar- 


row door leading to the hall. About 2,000 
platform tickets, good at this door, had been 
issued. At a quarter before 7 o’clock the 
doors were opened. In ten minutes every 
seat had been taken and the platform 
erowded. Then the doors were shut and 
locked. 

Following this for two hours there were 
scenes around the hall such as are not often 
seen in this city. People kept coming. The 
erowd grew to such proportions that the 
police were powerless. Inspector McAvoy, 
Capt. Hoy, and about fifty patrolmen were 
there. They might as well have been in 
Harlem. Holders of platform tickets found 
the passage to the rear door blocked by a 
good-natured mob, which had no tickets. 

The police made no effort to clear the 
crowd away. State Committeemen and 
County Chairmen were powerless. Com- 
missioner Kerwin was there. He came out 
of the hall after once having entered, and 
it was thirty minutes before he could get 
back. 

Newspaper men, who had tickets entitling 
them to an entrance, appealed to Inspector 
McAvoy, to clear the passage. 

“*T won’t do it. You can’t go in, and that 
Settles it,’’ he said. 

Many women were in the crowd. Some of 
them fainted, and were passed out to a 
breathing spot. 

The police made no effort to keep the 
crowd back from the doors. 

State Committeeman F. 8S. Wetherbee, 
who said he had contributed $100 toward 
the meeting, appealed to the police to make 
a way for him. They did not, and he went 
away. 

Ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt was unable 
to get into the hall until long after the 
meeting had begun. Then he _ entered 
through the side entrace which leads to the 
private studios up stairs. Lieut. Parker and 
ex-President Harrison’s daughter, Mrs. Mc~ 
Kee, and Mrs. Parker, were forced to go 
away, after being tossed about by the 
crowd. W. M. K. Olcott of the Republican 
organization could not get in. 

The affair could not have been worse man- 
aged. George W. Stephens was in charge. 


He was swamped before 7 o’clock and was 
utterly useless after that. 

It was a little past 8 o’clock when Mr. 
Harrison and Mr. Morton reached the hall. 
A force of twenty policemen tried to clear 
@ space for them to the rear door. The 
police said that they could not do it. The 
crowd jeered at them. 

* You'd do it if it was a Tammany meet- 
ing,’’ came from some hundreds of throats. 
The policemen kept their tempers and 
smuggled the ex-President and his party in 
through the side door. Gen. Horace Porter 
was with them. He was lost in the crowd. 
Forty minutes later he had persuaded the 
policemen at the door that he was entitled 
to go in. 

after the hall had been filled the re- 
mainder of the crowd outside pressed for- 
ward, an those in front were carried 
bodily in. Ladies screamed, men shouted, 
some were knocked down and scrambled to 
their feet with difficulty, still they rushed 
in until the aisles and every available inch 
of room were occupied. 

Within the hall the crowd was noisy, but

he platform and balconies were decorated 
with flags. The lights were brilliant. 

On the stage, chairs were arranged tier 
upon tier. These were all occupied three- 
quarters of an hour before the meeting 
opened, except the front row, which was 
kept clear for the principal people present. 

Pictures of Harrison and Morton were 
ee in various parts of the hall. They 

ung above the rear of the platform. They 
were placed at intervals along the balcony 
railing. Behind them, in the boxes, were 
men and women, who stood  * during that 
portion of the meeting that Mr. Harrison 
was in sight. 

Mr. Morton presided. The crowd thotight 
they saw him among the early arrivals, and 
sent up a cheer. It turned out that they 
were applauding ex-Judge Noah Davis. 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul came under 
escort of Gen. James R. O’Bierne. He was 
vigorously applauded. 

There were many Vice Presidents 6n the 
list, and they were supposed to be upon the 
platform. Some were not in the city. Some 
were in the mob outside. A few wee visible 
to the audience. ° 

The list numbered some hundred, and in- 
eluded State Committeemen, distriet iead- 
ers, and visiting spellbinders who had no 
other engagement for last night. 

When Mr. Harrison appeared he was 
loudiy cheered, and he took a seat ih the 
front row on the platform, beside the 
other speakers of the evening—John Proo- 
tor Clarke and Mr. Morton. x-Judge Noah 
Davis was speaking at that moment, ex- 

laining to the people that there Was a lit- 

le delay. Mr. Harrison and Mr. Morton 
arose and bowed in response to the cheer- 


ng 

Mr. Davis ended his remarks at that time 
and L. L. Van Allen read a list of Vice 
Presidents. Then Mr, Stephens introduced 
Mr. Morton. : 

Mr. Morten spoke for five minutes, in 
which he said that the issue involved in 
the present struggle was “the power of 
honest men to govern themselves by an 
honest administration ef public affairs.’”’ At 
the close of his brief remarks he introduced 
Mr. Harrison. Mr. Harrison received vast- 
ly more  4aee" than did Mr. Morton. Ap- 
parently, he were the candidate for Gov- 
ernor in this State, he would be received 
with enthusiasm. 

it was a little after 9 o’clock when Mr. 
Harrison began to speak. He had been 
scheduled for forty-five minutes. “He talked

Mr. Harrison eulogized Mr. Morton, 
touched briefly on local municipal affairs, 
and declared that the election in this city 
was of especial importance, because of the 
large number of Congressmen who are to 
be elected. He then discussed national is- 
sues. He discussed the tariff, claiming, of 
course, that the Republican arte pro- 
tection was right and proper. e went 
over the steps taken at ashington in the 
enacting of the present tariff law at great 
length. He eulogized the reciprocity plan 
of Mr. Blaine. He declared that he be- 
lieved the next Congress would be Republic- 
an. He made the “calamity argument” 
which has been the chief stock in trade of 
the spellbinder in this campaign. 

In closing, he called the present a great 
national crisis, and appealed to this ‘‘ great- 
est of manufacturing States,” tospeak with 
a voice that shall be heard from ocean to 
ocean, in condemnation of these who have 
wrought disaster upon the country.’’

ADDRESSED BY DR. PARKHURST. 


Johatina Women’s Anti-Tammany 
League Hears About Sheehan, 


The meeting of the. Johanria Women’s 
Anti-Tammany League at the Antioch Bap- 
tist Church, 352 West Thirty-fifth Street, 
last evening, was the fitst demonstfation 
by the colored women of this’ city in the 
present campaign. 

The Rev. Dr, Parkhurst and a number of 
ladies interested in the work of the Wo- 
men’s Municipal League were present and 
made addresses, but the colored women and 
men spoke with much earnestness against 
the criminal Tammany ring. 

Mrs, Grativille Hunt, wife of the pastor 
of the Antioch Baptist Church, as President 


of the league, introduced Miss Grace A. 
Brown, a retired school teacher, who spoke 
briefly of the criminal neglect of the schools 
by Tammany Hall. 

Princess iroqua of the Mohawk tribe 
said the time was ripe to turn the rascals 
out of office. 

Mrs. Florence S, Ives, Seéretary of the 
Wemen’s Municipal League, said the Women 
had done much so far in getting: apathetic 
men to register; now it was their duty to 
see that they voted next Tuesday. 

Miss Imogene Howard (colored) said that 
she heped the colored women would urge 
the men to vote. Miss Nettie Brown prayed 
the women not to cease to use their infiu- 
ericé with the men until the last ballot was 
deposited for the union ticket. 

The address of the evening was made by 
Dr. Parkhurst, who was received with 
much enthusiasm. 

“You know what emancipation means,” 
he said. ‘‘ Some of the older people here know 
what slavery means. There is a kind of 
slavery existing in this city to-day, and 
we are all anxious for emancipation. You 
pees that when you were freed of the 
Southern shackles you would be forever 
free—well you are not. Poor people in this 
city especially are under the heel of Tam- 
many Hall. e have a statue of Liberty 
down the bay—but there’s precious little 
liberty in this city. 

‘““ We are laboring now for another emdan- 
cipation proclamation, and we'll get it. 
We'll get courts where the poor may ob- 
tain justice; we will get clean, well-lighted 
streets, and we haven’t them now under. 
the Tammany ring. 

“ We had one of those Tammany rascals 
before the Lexow Committee to-day—Shee- 
han, a Police Commissioner, and he was 

roved to be a defaulter from Buffalo! Col. 
trong, my friends, is a man who, if electeed, 
and I think his election is a certainty, will 
exercise his office in a non-partisan manner 
to the best interests of all the people. One 
word more—you know that unfortunately 
votes are very largely for sale on election 
day.

MRS. PARKHURST IN THE TEMPLE. 


She Asks East Side Women to Influ-« 
ence Voters Against Tammany. 


The Woman’s Municipal League held a 
successful meeting in the Mariners’ Temple, 
at the corner of Oliver and Henry Streets, 
yesterday afternoon. 

The workers in the temple are active in 
religious and philanthropic labors among the 
inhabitants of the east-side tenements, and 
the audience, composed largely of their 
beneficiaries, was a typical one. 

There were present neatly-dressed moth- 


ers, who had their babies with them, chil- 
dren of different ages, from some of the 
temple school departments, and women 
from the rear houses of Mott and Doyers 
Streets. 

A stout negro woman, wearing a hat and 
shawl, was there, with a thih, old white 
woman, with neither. A poor old creature, 
to whose clothes and skin water was evi- 
dently a stranger, stumped in with a cane 
and younger women showed by their pallid 
faces that their lives are passed in an at- 
ssongeere unhealthy for both body and 
mind. 

Dr. J. C. Thoms, leader of the temple 
work, opened the meeting with some ap- 
preciative words for Mrs. C. H. Parkhurst’s 
work, both public and private, and intro- 
duced her as the first speaker. . 

Mrs. Parkhurst said that she had brought 
the women of the neighborhood a greeting 
from the members of the Woman’s Munici- 
pal League. She gave an account of the 
organization of the league and the evils 
it was working to combat, and added: 


A great deal depends upon yo women 
as to whether the present condition of 
things is to be bettered, or whether it will re- 
main unchanged. Your children are influenced 
by these evils we are trying to correct. We 
want to do the samc kind of werk down here 
at Chatham Square that we are doing up town, 
and you can help as. 

Suppose a woman down here {fs arrested. What 
justice will she get in the police court if any 
one should care enough to give a small sum of 
money to work agaimst her? What chance have 
any of you in court unless you have a pull? 

A friend of mine was arrested on the street 
for no cause whatever, simply because a police- 
man had a grudge against her. Two friends 
who were near remonstrated with the 

iceman without § avail. Later they tes- 
ified in court with other friends as 
to the woman’s good character, but it was of 
no use, and she was sent to Blackwell's Island 
for a month. You probably all know of such 
cases. 

Now, we hope things are going to be better, and 
we want you to use your influence to have votes 
cast for the right men. The right men are not 
Tammany men. 

If your husband does not want it known that 
he votes against Tammany, he need not tell. 
No one will know it unless he does.

The meeting indicated plainly that Tam- 
many is fighting as it has rarely fought, 
but the battle is beifig made by men who 
are disneartened and discouraged, and their 
struggle is one of desperation. : 

Besides the big meeting and the little 
meetings 4n and around Tammany Hall, 
there were twenty Tammany district meet- 
ings in various parts of the city. Last year 
or the year before these district meetings 
would have been adjourend on account of 
the big meeting, but the chances of success 
are considered so desperate this year that 
there was no adjournment last night. 

Tammany Hall itself was jammed. There 
was the meeting ift the main hall, afd the 
German meeting in the hall of the Com- 
mittee on Organization, and the Italian 
meeting in the room of the Tammany So- 
ciety. Outside there were three meetings. 
The crowd was not so great, perhaps, as 
at the gathering of last week. But hun- 
dreds were streaming in and out of the hall 
all the evening, and at times Fourteenth 
Street, in front of the Wigwam, was almost 
blocked. r 

The list of speakers was rather light, as 
compated with previous lists. Some of the 
distinguished Democrats who were invited 
to speak wetfe unable to do so, and sent 
letters of regret. Among them were Gov. 
Pattisoii of Pennsylvania, Senator Fatilk- 
net, Chairman of the Congfess'onal Com- 
mittee; E, Ellery Anderson, and M. F. Wil- 
here of the Philadelphia Democratic or- 
ganization. Ali expressed hearty wishes 
for the successof the Democracy in New- 
York. 

The names of Hill and Grant blazed from 
gas jets over the platform, and when Mr. 


Brennan and a crowd of Tammany Hall 
men walked out on the stage soon after 8 
o'clock, there was great cheering and the 
band labored hard to be heard. 

When Mr. Brennan got a chance he intro- 
duced as Chairman of the meeting Col. 
George B. McClellan, who is the Tammany 
candidate for Congress in the Twelfth As- 
sembly District. Col. McClellan received a 
rousing reception. He made a short open- 
ing speech which keyed the audience up to 
the proper pitch of enthusiasm. 

It was Col. McClellan’s first important 
appearance as a Tammany orator, and he 
proved himself possessed of a voice that 
easily filled the big hall. He presented the 
A. P. A. issué in vigorous style, and when 
he compared Platt’s nomination of Morton 
on a platform that declined to denounce the 
A. P. A. with the enthusiastic nomination 
of David B. Hill, who had always stood for 
freedom of creed and of conscience, there 
was terrific applause. 

James Lindsay Gordon, who has been 
making campaign speeches with Senator 
Hill, was the next speaker. He is a finished 
orator of*the Southern school. He said: 

“TI come to you to-night as the bearer of 
glad tidings of great joy. As your Chair- 
man has said, for the last week I have had 
the honor to campaign this State with the 
great champion of the Democrats. I can 
tell you the beacon lights have been fired 
throughout the land. In the Republican 
county of St. Lawrence thousands gathered 
around the great Captain of Democracy 
and promised him success. Where Senator 
Hill has spoken people fairly trampled upon 
each other to grasp the hand of the man 
who signed more bills for the laboring man 
than any other living man.’ 

Mr. Gordon closed with a defense of Re- 
corder Smyth and Hugh’J. Grant, and pre- 
dicted their election. 

Col. McClellan announced that he had 
just received word from District Attorney 
John R. Fellows that he was ill and could 
not appear... He then introduced James 
Kerr, Clerk of the House of Represerita- 
tives. His speech was, perhaps, the most 
important one of the evening, in that it 
clearly showed Republican responsibility for 
the hard times. He did not touch upon 
local topies to any great extent. Among 
other things, Mr. Kerr said: 

*“*T claim that the policy of the Repub- 
lican Party has never advanced the prog- 
ress of this land one single foot. 

“The last Congress — the protec- 
tion policy, just as the Democratic Party 
had been promising to do for twenty-five 


years. 

“The policy of protection brings out idle 
capital, rival works start up, overproduc- 
tion follows, and then comes collapse and 
trouble and starvation. 

“They talk about the Democratic panic, 
but they say nothing of the panic of 1873, 
a hundred times greater than the one just 
over, and the Republican Party was in pow- 
er then. 

“When we Game back into power in 1893 
the $100,000,000 which we left in the Treas- 
ury was gone, every cent of it gone; spent 
by the Republicans. 

‘*We found at the Bureau of Engraving 
plates for a new issue of bonds. Bonds to 
refill a plundered Treasury. The outgoing 
Secretary of the Treasury, Charles Foster, 
denied knowing anything about them, and 
said that he did not know who had given 
orders for their preparation. Only yester- 
day he made that statement. 

“Yet here in my hand I hold the order for 
the engraving of those bonds, given by 
Charles Foster before their issuance was 
ordered by Congress, Feb. 23, 1893. In that 
letter he urges the hurrying of the work be~ 
cause the Treasury was almost empty. 
That, gentlemen, was the work of the Re- 
publicans.” 

Judge John H. Woods of Albany said 
that he first took the stump for “ Little 
Mac,” father of the Chairman of the meet- 
ing. Speaking of Senator Hill; he said: “ It 
seems as though his triumphal march had 
already begun. We come from the county 
and ask you, ‘ How is it in New-York?’ ' 

“All right! All right!” chorused a 
hundred voices. 

The other speakers were Judge John D. 
McMahon of Rome and Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Maurice F. Hola- 


han. 

William Sohmer, Register Ferdinand Levy 
George C. Clausen, John P. Shuchman, an 
others spoke at the German meeting, and 
Dr. Luigi Rivers, J. B. Cavagnaro, and 
several others at the Italian meeting. 


DEMOCRATIC LEADERS CONFIDENT, 


They Believe Senator Hill Will Have 
a Majority of 35,000. 


Senator Hill passed through this city 
yesterday morning. He arrived from Am- 
sterdam at 8:30, drove to the Park Ave- 
nue Hotel, and spent nearly an hour in 
consultation with Chairman Hinkley and 


Lieut. Gov. Sheehan. 

Mr. Hill said he was well satisfied with the 
progress the campaign was making, and 
after he left headquarters it was evident 
that the campaign managers had recéived 
some very encouraging news. They acted 
and talked in a way that showed they felt 
very certain of victory. 

Senator Hill took the 9:30 train on the 
Erie Road for Port Jervis. 

John Boyd Thacher said it had been found 
impossible for Senator Hill to speak again 
in this city, his other engagements pre- 
venting it. 

There was an ee gathering at the 
Democratic State Headquarters early last 
night. It was made up of Chairman Hink- 
ley, Senator Murphy, jeut. Gov. Sheehan, 
Richard Croker, Corporation Counsel Clark, 
Mayor Gilroy, and Senator Cantor. They 
all appear confident that Senator Hill 
would win. Predictions were made at head- 
quarters that this city would give Hill 65,000 
plurality. It = said that there was no 
reason why the Senator should fall far be- 
low Cord Meyer’s plurality of 67,000 last 
year, on a very much lighter registration. 

The following forecast of the result was 
given out. by one of the campaign man- 
agers at the Democratic State Headquar- 
ters last night:

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SEN ATOR 
Great Concourse of Prominent Demo- 
crats to Hear Him Speak. 


NEWBURG, Oct. 31.—All the prominent 
Democrats of this section of the State were 
present in the Academy of Music this even- 
ing to pay their respects to the standard 
bearer of the Democracy and to hear him 
speak. When Senator Hill arrived at the 
hall, escorted by Charies F. Brown, candi- 
date for Associate Judge of the Court of 
Appeals on the Democratic ticket, and John 
J. S. MecCroskery, a prominent Cleveland 
man, his audience. received him standing 
and cheerirg. 

Michael Donohue, Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee, called the meeting 
to order, and John J. 8. MeCroskery pre- 
sided. The enthusiasm of the audience 
again broke loose when the Senator arose 
to speak. 

“Tt is with great pleasure at all times,” 
said Mr. Hill, “that I address the Demo. 
crats of the City of Newburg, but it is es- 
pecially so in this campaign, because there 
is on the ticket with me one of your es- 
teemed townsmen. I am glad to meet his 
neighbors and friends. He is one of the 
best Judges on the Supreme Court bench of 
the State, and I have come here to speak a 
good word for him as well as for myself. 
[Applause.] 

“This has been an exceptional campaign. 
Since the nominations were made there has 
been unbounded enthusiasm, and we are all 
ready to work and do our duty, and victory 
shall be the result.” 

The Senator then entered upon a long ré- 
sumé of the work accomplished by the 
Democrats at Washington in carrying out 
the pledges of the Chicago platform. Re- 
ferring to the hard times, he said: 

‘Any reasoning man knows that the seeds 


of the financial troubles were planted dur- 
ing President Harrison’s Administration 
through the passage of vicious legislation 
several months before Grover Cleveland was 
elected President. What did the Repub- 
licans do to the ship of State? After Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in 1889, turned over to 
President Harrison $100,000,000 in the Treas- 
ury, they dishonored her flag, they tore 
down the masts, they scuttled the ship, they 
bored holes in her sides, they took the Treas- 
ury, and then, when we won in the Novem- 
ber election of 1892, they deserted the ship 
and turned it over to President Cleveland 
and said: ‘Look and see what havoc the 
Democratic Party has caused.’ [Wild en- 
thusiasm.] 

The Senator eulogized the Administratidns 
of President Cleveland and Gov. Flower, 
and recounted the record of the Demo- 
cratic Party in this State on* the labor 
question, saying: ‘You workingmen of 
Newburg know how I have always stood 
on any question tending to advance the 
interests of Jabor.”’ At this reference to his 
labor record as Governor, the audience 
cheered heartily. 

Enthusiasm was manifested again. when 
he mentioned the reason for his accepting 
the Gubernatorial nomination, and, when 
he said: ‘‘ During this campaign, as I have 
in all previous ones, I rely for success upon 
the common people, and not upon the plu- 
locrats and the expenditure of money; I 
have no wealth to distribute with a lavish 
hand, and I have no President of a rich 
railroad corporation to make a canvass of 
the State for me, delivering addresses from 
the platform of a palace car,” the applause 
was almost deafening, and lasted for sever- 
al minutes. 

There were several thousand persons who 
Were unable to gain admittance to the 
hall, and an overflow meeting was held in 
the Lander Street Rink, which was crowd- 
ed to the doors. Senator Hill also ad- 
dressed the overflow meeting, and local 
speakers addressed both meetings. 

Senator Hill’s reception throughout Or- 
ange County to-day equaled those that he 
has met with in any of the other sections 
of the State which he has visited above 
the Harlem River. 

He will leave for New-York City early to- 
morrow morning, where he will spend a 
few hours at the headquarters of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee, and will leave 
there at 1 o’clock for Schenectady, where 
he will speak to-morrow night. e will 
stop over at Albany to-morrow afternoon 
for about an hour. 

PORT JERVIS, Oct. 81.—Gov. /Iill ad- 
dressed a Democratic mass meeting here 
this afternoon. He was received with great 
enthusiasm by the 2,000 persons who had 
managed to crowd into the Opera House. 
In opening his speech, he said: 

“T need not assure you that it gives me 
great pleasure to again address the Democ- 
racy of this section of Orange. The Chair- 
man has well said that Port Jervis has a 
warm place in my Democratic heart. I like 
it on account of its Democracy. It is one 
of those bright spots in the State which 
seldom deceives us as to t he size of its ex- 
pected majorities. 

‘I addressed you last during the Presi- 
dential campaign. I think it was here two 
years ago that I said no man should con- 
sider himself a friend of mine who did not 
then support Cleveland and Stevenson. 
That was a year when we invoked the in- 
telliggnce of the people and women. I am 
conducting a similar campaign this Fall. 

‘“‘T am_no better and no worse than the 
average Democrat in this State. [Prolonged 
cheering.] Reared in the Democratic Party 
from boyhood, I am attached to its prin- 
ciples and love its doctrines.’ 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Hill 
said: ‘‘ Our good friend, the genial Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, is trying to imitate Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in making speeches from the rear 
platform of a train—my friend suggests 
that Mr, Depew was talking from the rear 
platform of a palace car. Mr. Depew can- 
ae. Eee the people of the State from re- 
garding his tour as a huge joke. 

““He addressed you this morning, telling 
you. the Democratic party was responsible 
for the hard times and a reduction of 
wages. Mr, Depew, however, knows better 
than this, and you should not allow him to 
beguile you with his sophistries,’’ 

n closing, Mr. Hill spoke of his accept- 
ance of the nomination, and said: ‘Come 
weal, come woe, sink or swim, I Jo not re- 
gret having accepted this nomination. We 
shall present a united front to the enemy, 
and a united party means victory.”

EVIDENCE ABOUT THE PANIO 
THAT STANDS ON THE RECORD. 


Huarrison’s Secretary of the Treasury 
Issues a “Rush” Order for Plates 
for Bonds—Wished to Have Them 
Ready so that Bonds Might Be 
Printed at the Earliest Possible 
Day=—That Was at the Beginning of 
the Hard Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Charles Foster finds himself 
in a most uncomfortable position through 
his foolish Genial of.the fact, which is well 
known in Washington, that in the closing 
days of the Harrison Administration he 
caused plates for bonds to be engraved in 
anticipation of an order to issue bonds to 
replenish the Treasury. That the Harrison 
Administration intended to issue such bonds 
is beyond doubt, for the evidence is convinc- 
ing. 

Representative Dockery of Missouri, in the 
active canvass which he has been making 
throughout his own State, repeatedly has 
stated and challenged contradiction that 
the issuing of bonds by the present Admin- 
istration was but the result of the legacy 
of debt left by the Republican Party to its 
successor, and that, moreover, by close 
economy and careful management, Mr. 
Cleveland postponed for a long time what 
the Harrison Administration was hastening 
to do on the very eve of its departure from 
power. 

A Kansas City. paper recently wrote to 
Mr. Foster, asking him to give an official 


| denial with which to stop the mouth of Mr. 


Dockery. This Mr. Foster was quite willing 
to do, but before doing it he wired the 
Treasury Department, asking if there was 
any letter of his in existence relating to the 
issuing of new bonds. Out of courtesy to 
Mr. Foster, a search was made. No such 
letter was found at first, and a dispatch to 
that effect was sent to the ex-Secretary. 
Fortified with this information, and believ- 
ing that all evidence of what he was about 
to deny had been destroyed, Mr. Foster 
wrote this letter to the editor of the Kan- 
sas City paper: 
Fostoria, Ohio, Oct. 22, 1894. 

Dear Sir: I have your letter, in which 
you say that Mr. Dockery made the state- 
ment that near the close of the Harrison 
Administration I, as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, caused plates for bonds to be en- 
graved, and that such were prepared and 
bonds ready for execution. 

Mr. Dockery was mistaken. No such ac- 
tion was taken. Its absurdity is so ap- 
parent that I. wonder that a gentleman of 
Mr. Dockery’s intelligence should make him- 
self responsible for such a blunder. 

The only bonds authorized then, as now, 
were those authorized by the Resumption 


act. Respectfully yours,

Had Mr. Foster displayed less haste in 
communicating with the Kansas City editor 
he would have been spared his present dis- 
comfort. Within a few hours after the first 
dispatch was sent him from the Treasury 
Department a second one followed, notify- 
ing him that a letter signed by him in re- 
lation to the issuance of bonds had been 
discovered among the files. 

The assault upon Congressman Dockery’s 
intelligence and veracity did not long escape 
that gentleman. A message from him to 
Secretary Carlisle came over the wire yes- 
terday asking for verification of the state- 
ment which he had been making in his 
speeches. In reply a copy of ex-Secretary 
Foster’s letter was sent to Mr. Dockery. 
It read as follows: 


Treasury Department, 
Office of the Secretary, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 20, 1893. 
To the Chief of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing: 

Sir: You are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to prepare designs for the 3 per cent. 
bonds provided in the Senate amendment to 
the Sundry Civil bill, now pending. 

The denominations which should first re- 
ceive attention are $100 and $1,000 of the 
coupon bonds, and $100, $1,000, and $10,000 
of the registered bonds. 

This authority is given in advance of the 
enactment, in view of pressing contingen- 
cies, and you are directed to hasten the 
preparation of thé designs and plates in 
every possible manner. 

I inclosé a memorandum for your guid- 
ance in preparing the script for the body 
of the bond. Respectfully yours, 

CHARLES FOSTER, 
Secretary. 

It’ may be said, in explanation of this let- 
ter, that when Mr. Foster wrote it Senator 
Sherman’s amendment to the Sundry Civil 
bill, authorizing an issue of 3 per cent. 
bonds, had been adopted in the Senate. Sec- 
retary Foster evidently anticipated con- 
currence by the House. The House refused 
assent, and the amendment was killed. 

The records of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing show that immediately upon 
the receipt of the above order by the bu- 
reau the work of preparing the plates was 
begun, but was suspended upon the incom- 
ing of the present Administration, leaving 
the plates in an incomplete condition. They 
were, however, utilized in the issuance of 
bonds which Secretary Carlisle at last de- 
cided could be no longer avoided,

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—It was difficult to deter- 
mine just what effect Bradstreet’s report had on 
the wheat market to-day. There were any num- 
ber of advances and declines to prices, and very 
little consideration was given to anything but 
that report. During the morning hours the trade 


“was anticipatory, and after the noon hour the 


market first advanced and then declined, finally 
closing quite weak at almost the extreme inside 
figures of the day. According to the agency 
spoken of, the world’s available stocks were 
larger by 4,356,000 bushels than they were a 
week ago. This was about what was looked for, 
and as most trades had been placed before the 
announcement was made, the syvbsequent action 
of prices was based on sentiment. Yesterday’s 
advance found few supporters at the opening to- 
day, and the course of the market at the start 
was downward, followed by a rally and the later 
irregularity, as stated. 

Receipts were somewhat larger than expected, 
141 cars arriving at Chicago and 704 cars in the 
Northwest. Export clearances were 304,071 bush- 
els, and 66,183 bushels were taken from store. 
Liverpool cables were firm and higher at the 
opening, but closing ones reported a weaker feel- 
ing. ontinental markets were higher in most 
instances. December wheat opened from 62%c to 
52% @52%c, sold between B2%Ge and 524%@52%c, 
closing at 52%c—%@%c under yesterday. Cash 
wheat was steady, at unchanged prices. Receipts 
at principal Western points, 768,005 bushels; ship- 
ments, 240,089 bushels. Receipts at Eastern 
points, 622,842 bushels; shipments, 98,881 bushels. 

Corn—Notwithstanding several very strong spots 
in to-day’s corn market, there was a conspicuous 
absence of the vim and snap of yesterday’s 
trade. The clearing weather, with the immediate 
prospect of increased receipts, as shown by the 
estimate for to-morrow, tended to repress bull 
enthusiasm. At the opening there was an all- 
round desire to realize. The decline which en- 
sued was followed by a rally later, a very erratic 
movement to prices taking place. At the close 
the tone was weak, at the lowest point of the 
session. Cables were firm and higher. Receipts 
were 71 cars, about the number expected, and 
66,183 bushels were taken from store. Export 
clearances were 21,662 bushels. Bradstreet’s gave 
a decrease of 609,000 bushels in available stocks. 
May corn opened from 5i%jc to 514 @651%c, sold 
between 615%@504%gc, closing at 50%@50%o—Te 
under yesterday. Cash corn was steady for new 
and lc lower for old.

Bradstreet’s reported an increase in 
available stocks of 531,000 bushels. Receipts were 
89 cars, and 71,600 bushels were taken from 
store, Cash oats averaged \%c higher, the close 
being nominally easier. 

Rye was dull and steady. On the regular mar- 
ket, No. 2 sold at 47c, and, by sample, at 4S8c.

THE QOMMISSYONER'S SHORTAGE 
SN BUPFALO REVIEWED. 


Facts Alrendy Exposed in The New- 
York Times Corroborated by Shee- 
han’s Successor in Office—The Po- 
lice Official Refuses to Examine 
Hiim—He Calls Goff a Liar—-Will Not 
Submit. His Books~—Grand 
Jury May Act. 


Bank 


John W. Goff, counsel to the Lexow -in- 
vestigating committee, yesterday branded 
Police Commissioner John C. Sheehan, who 
sat in the witness’s chair, a “ grand-laroeny 
thief."’ 

The Commissioner, angered by the accu- 
sation and the revelation concerning his 
record, retorted by calling Mr. Goff “a 
Mar.” 

‘Mr, Goff applied the term, “a grand-lar- 
ceny thief,” to the witness after Timothy 
J. Mahoney of Buffalo had testified. Mr. 
Mahoney succeeded Mr. Sheehan in 1882 as 
Controller of the City of Buffalo. He swore 
that when Mr. Sheehan left that office he 
was short in his accounts ‘$5,900, -which 
he was compelled two years later to make 
good in order to escape public exposure 
znd prosecution. 

The facts of Mr. Sheehan’s Buffalo short- 
age were published by The New-York Times 
on Dec. 25 and Dec. 26, 1893. He did not 
clear himself of the damaging accusations 
at the time, nor did he deny Mr. Maho- 
mey’s statements yesterday. 

The opportunity was given to the Police 
Commissioner to cross-examine Mahoney, 
but he waived the privilege and said that 
he had no questions to ask. 

Another stirring incident of the day was 
when Senator Lexow ordered Mr. Goff to 
lay the proceedings of the committee before 
the District Attorney with a view that they 
be considered by the Grand Jury. As a re- 
ault Mr. Sheehan may be punished for con- 
tempt. 

This order- was brought about because 
Commissioner Sheehan had refused to per- 
mit all his bank pooks, covering the per- 

. fod of his services as Police Commissioner, 
to be examined. He declared he would not 
let the committee examine them except for 
epecific dates to investigate specific charges, 

The witness declared that he was an hon- 
est man, and had nothing to fear. He ce- 
nied that Roundsman John Townsend had 
paid $6,000 for his appointment, or that he 
ever received a penny for any appointment. 
He told of the purchase of a isouse in 
West Eighteenth Street, for $33,000, for his 
partner, John O’Brien, and how he after- 
ward mortgaged it to the American Surety 
Company, though, he claimed, he had no in- 
terest in it beyond the fact that the title 
deed was in his name. 


Leader Boyle in the Net. 


James W. Boyle, the Tammany leader in 
the Ninth Assembly District, was called 
by. Mr. Goft immediately upon the opening 
of the session. 

‘Mr. Boyle told Mr. Goff that he knew of 
noone in his district under police protec- 
tion and that he did not send a circular to 
the district Captains last year urging them 
to canvass their districts to see that every- 
tbody registered. When Mr. Goff produced a 
copy of such a circular with Boyle’s name 
attached, the witness corrected his state 
ment. 

Mr. Goff asked Mr. Boyle about a post- 
ecript printed on a separate flyleaf and at- 
tached to the circular which read: 


P. S.—Also please send names of people under 
police protection that are indifferent. Yours, 
truly. J. W. BOYLE. 


“That postscript was never sent out by 
me,"’ said Mr. Boyle. “I know nothing of 
it.” 

“Then some one used your name without 
your authority?’’ said Mr. Goff. 

**I don’t know,’’ answered the witness. 


Q.—Then your name has been used without your 
authority by some one who thereby committed a 
crime. Will you make an effort to find out who 
the person is and let us know the result of your 
em before the close of this week? A.—

Mr. Goff took up the excise question, and 
Mr. Boyle’s alleged activity in obtaining 
licenses for saloon keepers. 


Q.—You are known as a man who is ready to 
do a favor for every man in your district. Don’t 
you do many favors for men before the Excise 
Board? A.—I haven't appeared before the Ex- 
cise Board three times. I interest myself in ef- 
forts tc benefit good citizens. 

Q.—Isn’t it a fact that as a preliminary to 
securing your *‘ interest ’’’ they have to subscribe 
themselves as members of the Tammany Hall 
association of your district? A.—No. 

A Committee on Excise. 

Q. (By Senator Lexow)—Do you ever trouble 
yourself about people supposed to be under po- 
lice protection? A.—No. I don’t know who they 
are. When I was appointed Chairman of the 
district association I suggested the appointment 
of an Excise Committee to look after excise mat- 
ters. 

This last answer was a surprise to the 
Senators and Mr. Goff. 

Q. (By Senator Lexow)-What has a political 
organization to do with axcise matters? A.— 
People come to me every day for my influence in 
securing licenses, and I wanted to get rid of the 
nuisance. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—Of whom does this Excise 
Committee consist? A.-—-James Holmes. He's the 
leader of the Liquor Dealers’ Association in the 
district and a member of the Tammany organiza- 
tion, too. 

Q.—He was appointed a committee of one in 
open meeting? A.—No, by me; privately, 

Mr. Boyle was excused and Mr. Sheehan 
was recalled. Mr. Goff asked him first 
whether he knew how the liquor dealers 
were to be notified not to pay any more 
money to the police. Commissioner Shee- 
han answered that he never had a plan. 
Mr. Goff read a newspaper interview with 
the Commissioner, published on April 13, 
1892, in which he was reported as saying 
that Tammany Hall had adopted a plan to 
stop the practice of policemen extorting 
money from violators of the-law. 

Comniissioner Sheehan admitted the cor- 
rectness of the interview, but when he was 
questioned, sentence by sentence, he became 
non-committal. He said he himself told a 
number of saloon keepers they should not 
pay protection money to the police, but he 
declared he could not name a single man 
whom he so instructed. His answers were 
so evasive that Mr. Goff demanded a direct 
ensper. 


Shechan Again Obstinate. 
“T'll answer in my own way, not yours,” 
said the Commissioner. 
“ You'll answer in our way,” said Mr. 
Goff, with decision. ‘Since you have been 


on that stand you have deserved twenty 
times to be committed for contempt.”’ 


“Very well,’’ answered the Commission- 
er, ‘“‘commit me. Try it.” 

“You have been in contempt a score of 
times,”’ said Senator Lexow, rapping the 
desk with his gavel. 

“*Oh, don’t you he alarmed. I'll take care 
ef myself,” said Commissioner Sheehan. 


Q. (By Mr. Goff)—You say further, in this in- 
terview, that the police were directed to prevent 
blackmai}. A.—I don’t believe I used those words. 
When the wholesale transfers were made there 
‘was a suspicion that blackmail practices prevailed 
in the department. 

Q.—Is it true that arrangements had been made 
by Tammany Hall to stop police blackmail? A. 
—Tammany Hall has always been opposed to 
police corruption. 

Mr. Goff—Answer my question. A.—I'll answer 
it.in my own way. . 

Mr. Goff—Answer the question. Either you are 
an intelligent man or you are not. If you are 
you’'i answer properly. A.—In my own way. 

Senator Lexow—No, in our way. A.—I never 
heard of any arrangement of Tammany Hall to 
stop blackmail. 

.Q.. (By Mr. Goff)—-You said in that interview

After a good deal of sparring and dodging 
on the part of Commissioner Sheehan, he 
was. induced to name one newspaper, but 
Chairman 
Lexow finally ruled that he must answer, 


which aroused the suyoetion of Senator 
Cantor, who declared that before makin 
such a ruling the Chairman should consu 
with his colleagues. Chairman. Lexow 
called Senator Cantor to order, and Senator 
Cantor. retortec hotly that he. would call 
the Chairman to order, that he might use 
his gavel all he wished, but: he could not 
dictate’ to every one. Senator Cantor’s re- 
marks brought forth a demonstration of ap- 
plause and hisses from the audience, where- 
upon Mr. Goff moved to clear the room.

A.—I believe I ‘did. 

Q.—Also Roundsman John Townsend. On the 
eligible list there were twelve names; and the low- 
est percentage was credited to John Townsend and 
the third lowest was Thompson. A.—There were 
twelve names, and four were to be selected. 

Q.—How much money did» you receive from 
Townsend for his speomennnt:, A.—Not a cent. 

Q.—How much did Alderman Parks receive for 
you? A.—I don’t know that he received any- 
thing for me. 

Q.—Will you swear that Townsend did not pay 
$6,000? That you knew he got $10,000 damages 
from a railroad for an accident to a relative, 
and that he paid $6,000 for his appointment? 
A.—I don’t know. 


Withholds the Bank Books. 


Q.—Have you your bank book? A.—Yes. Give 
me the date of Townsend’s appointment and 
I'll give you the book. 

Q.—I want the bank book without reservation. 
A.--I'll let you look at the entry for the date of 


Townsend’s appointment. That man was pro- 
moted on Dec. 22 on the recommendation of 
Alderman Peter J. Doolan. 

Q.—Then we have it on the records that a 
member.of the police force was made a rounds- 
a the recommendation of an Alderman? 

.—Yes. 

Q.—Will you hand me your bank book? A.— 
For examination on this cular-subject, yes. 

Q.—Not on any particular subject? A.—I’ll let 
you verify your statement, if you can. 

Q.—Very well, let me have it Are there any 
more bank books? A.—I have a number here. 

Q.—Let me have them. A.—They are all private 
business bank books. 

Q.—I ask you to hand them al! to me. A.—I 
am advised by counsel there is no warrant in 
law for this committee to inquire into my pri- 
vate accounts. I have endeavored to trace every 
dollar I have earned, but I am not going to let 
this committee inspect my private accounts un- 
less a specific charge of bribery is made. For 
these reasons I refuse. 


**Inasmuch,” said Senator O'Connor, “ as 
general corruption is shown to exist in the 
Police Department, the Commissioner’s in- 
timate connection with it raises a presump- 
tion that can only be cleared by the pro- 
duction of his bankbooks.’’ 


Q. (By Mr. Goff)—Now, as regards this book of 
the Garfield National Bank: Do you hand. it to 
me for examination of a specified date? A.—Yes, 
on that subject alone, 

Q.—Then I hand it back to you without exam- 
ining it. Now I ask you for it again. A.—For 
the reasons stated I refuse. 

Q.—Do you remember that Commissioner Mc- 
Clave. complied with a similar ‘request: of the 
committee? A.—I'm prepared to do so, too, when 
you lay the foundation for charges. 

Q.—Are you a less honest man than Mr. Mc- 
Clave? A.—No. 

Q.—If Mr. McClave was not afraid to produce 
his books, why are you afraid? -A.—I’m not 
afraid, but I’m standing out for a principle and 
my legal rights. ‘ 

Q.—You are a public official... You have heard 
the charges of corruption against your depart- 
ment. With such charges against you, are you 
prepared to go before the people of this State as 
refusing to allow your books to be. examined? 
A.—I'll show them for any specified date. 


Bribery the Charge, Mr. Goff Said. 


Q.—Do you think we're fools enough to think 
that we would find a large entry in your books 
on the date of an important appointment? The 
resolution appointing this committee charges you, 
as one of the Police Department, with being cor- 
rupt. You are charged with being: a recipient of 
blackmail and bribery.. Do you still refuse to 


produce your books? A.—I am ready to do it 
when you fix day and time. 

Q.—Are you willing to let this committee ex- 
amine your books, so that we may find out the 
truth or falsity of the charges? A.—I'’m not go- 
ing to turn them over to you. For the reasons 
stated, I decline, 

Q.—Are you an honest man? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Have you anything to: conceal? A.—No. 

Q.—Are you afraid to let us inquire as to the 
sources of corruption that enabled you to buy 
real property? A.—-None has .reached me. 

Q.—How much did your horse’ cost? A.—I 
haven't had a horse in twenty years. 

Q.—You have bought ‘real property in New- 
York? A.—A house and lot shortly after I 
was married. 

Q.—Where was the first one located? A,—In 
West Twenty-third Street, where I live. 

Q.—And one in West Eighty-first Street? A.— 
Mr. O'Brien bouant one in West Eighty-first 
Street and took the title in my name, 

Q.—Who signed the mortgage? A.—I did. 

Q.—But you were liable on the purchase price 
and bond? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Explain, then, why you didn’t own it? A. 
—O’'Brien had been negotiating for it for some 
time, and he said to me that the house would 
cost $33,000, and he wanted to take the deed 
in my name, for private reasons. I said all 
right, and interviewed the agents, and a note 
for $5,000 was given. I indorsed it. I may have 
given it. The note was paid when the deed 
was delivered. 


Commissioner Sheehan said Mr. O’Brien 
had bought the Eighty-first Street property 
from him, the consideration being $1. His 
wife was a niece of Mr. O’Brien. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—You hold the’ tithe? A:— 
No. 

Q.—Have you conveyed it? A.—Yes, to Mr. 
O'Brien. 

Q.—But it has not been recorded. A.—Perhaps 
not. I don’t know. 

Q.—It was conveyed since this committee was 
appointed? “A.—I believe so. 

Q.—If you didn’t’ own the property you mort- 
gaged it to the American Surety Company. A.— 
The title was in my name. 

Q.—But if you didn't own it you committed a 
fraud on the company? A.--The title was mine. 
It was given to secure the Surety Company for 
going on our bonds for contracts. Mr. O'Brien 
was with me when I mortgaged it. 

Q.—That’s no matter. You committed a fraud 
on the company. A.—There was no fraud at all. 

Q.—It was mortgaged as security for bonds of 
your Long Island City contracts? A.—Yes. The 
company had to give $150,000 bonds, and they 
required. collateral to secure th 


Mr. Goff asked Commissioner Sheehan 
whether he admitted the service of sub-

an answered in the affirmative. Mr. Goff 
then asked him again to uce all his 
bankbooks, checkbooks, stubs, and vouch- 
ers covering the period of his Police Com- 
missionership, and again Commissioner Shee- 
han refused to do so.

Q.—Did not The New-York Times call you a

with offering to sell the decision referred to? A.— 
I have read that. 


Mr. Goff read extracts from The New- 
York Times of interviews with Theodore 
Havemeyer, President Dowd of the Bank 
of North America, C. C. Baldwin, and Cord 
Meyer, Jr. 

y; Dowd, in his interview, said Sheehan 
came to him and declared. that he had some 
information about the Sugar Trust which 
was important. Mr. Dowd said that sugar 
was not in his line, and he would have 
nothing to do with him. 

Mr. Baldwin said he paid little attention 
to the offer of Sheehan, but referred him to 
Mr. Meyer, who had charge of the sugar 
interests of the firm. 
ane interview with Mr. Meyer was as fol- 

ws: 

‘““Mr. Sheehan called on me and said that 
he had some information about Sugar. I 
did not like the man, and would have noth- 
ing to do with him.’ 

r. Sheehan sneered while Mr. Goff was 
reading this interview. 


Q.—Was Mr. Meyer correct in that statement? 
A.—He was not. 

Q.—You saw it published in The New-York 
Times, didn’t you? A.—I saw it in some paper. 

Q.—Did you ever deny it in public? A.—I sent 
a statement in denial to several newspapers. 

Q.—Did you ever write a letter to Mr. Meyer 
or Mr Dowd or to Mm Baldwin about the mat- 
ter? A.—No. ; 

Q.—It was charged by these gentlemen that you 
knew what the decision of the Court of Appeals 
was, and that you offered to sell the information? 
A.—TI never made such a statement. 

Q.—And so they lied, I suppose, when’ they 
made these statements for publication? A.— 
I won't say that. 

Q.—You never took action for libel against The 
New-York Times when it published you as a 
“‘huckster of decisions ’'? Ry did not. 


Says He Was Not a Defaulter. 


Q.—Nor when it published you as a, defaulter, 
and called you a grand larceny thief from Buf- 
falo? A.—I never did. I believe I have a year 
yet to institute a sult. 


Q.—And you have remained quietly under that 
accusation ever since? A.—I will defend myself 
against all these accusations when the proper 
time comes. 


Q.—Was this accusation true or false? -A:—It 
was false. 


Mr. Goff took on his gentlest and mildest 
manner when he asked the next question, 
but notwithstanding this he roused Mr. 
Sheehan's ire. 


Q.—But you had committed grand larceny in 
Buffalo? A.—No, Sir; I did no such thing. 

Q.—Didn’t you take money from the Con- 
troller’s office in Buffalo, and appropriate it to 
your own use? A.—Now, Mr. Goff, since you 
have taken up that subject, I’ll tell you all 
about it. 

“No, Sir; you won't. You'll answer my 
questions, and not make long explanations,’’ 
said Mr. Goff. “ You were Controller of Buf- 
falo, and when you left that office you 
were a defaulter.’’ 

Mr, Sheehan was very angry, and was 
controlling himself with a visible effort. 

“Not to my knowledge,” he replied. 

Q.—Didn’t you put it in writing that you were 
a defaulter? A.—I did not. I wrote to the Mayor 
of Buffalo, asking him to make an examination 
of the accounts of the office, and if the result of 
the examination showed that there was any 
shortage chargeable to my term of office, I was 
ready to make it good. An examination was 
made, and there was found a shortage of $5,900 
chargeable to me, and I made it good. 

Q.—You mean that your bondsmen made it 
good? A.—No. I raised the money on my notes, 
and paid the notes. My bondsmen indorsed some 
ef the notes. I was elected for two terms, during 
which time I handled $12,000,000. 

Mr. Goff picked up a piece of paper and 
showed it to the witness, and asked him 
if that was his handwriting. Commissioner 
Sheehan, who was visibly confused, looked 
at the paper, studying it carefully for a 
few moments, and then said, hesitatingly, 
eee looks like my handwriting, I believe 

s.’’ 


Wouldn’t Hear Lawyer Grant. 

At this point there was an interruption 
by Louis J. Grant, the lawyer, who is 
present at the sessions of the committee 
ostensibly as counsel for the Commissioners. 
He had been seated beside Lieut. Gov. Shee- 
han in close consultation, and when the 
examination into the Buffalo defalcation 
was begun, the Lieutenant Governor looked 


more disturbed than he had been at any 
stage of the proceedings. 

e had been talking earnestly to Grant, 
and then the latter rose and interposed an 
objection to the probing by the committee 
into the Buffalo career of the witness, on 
the ground that it was not pertinent to 
the object and purpose for which the com- 
mittee had been appointed. 


Mr. Grant was about to enter into an 
argument when Senator O’Connor, who was 
presiding in the absence of Chairman 

exow, cut him short by telling him that 
the committee had already decided that the 
examination in this line was entirely proper 
and pertinent, but he added Mr. Sheehan 
would have ample opportunity to put his 
version on the record, and prove, if he could, 
that he is not a defaulter and not guilty of 
the charge against him. 

Mr. Goff said he proposed to prove from 
the testimony of the witness that he was 
disqualified from holding his position. 

Mr. Grant was about to protest, but Sena- 
tor O’Connor told him that the committee 
refused to recognize him as counsel, and he 
would not be allowed to interrupt the pro- 
ceedings again. 

The paper which Mr. Goff had shown the 
witness, and which he had reluctantly ac- 
knowledged ‘as in his handwriting, was a 
duplicate receipt which he had sent to his 
successor in office, Timothy J. Mahoney, 
and which the latter had refused to sign. 
Mr. Sheehan had used his brother, now the 
Lieutenant Governor of the State, as his 
messenger to Mahoney. The paper read as 
follows:

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cessor $500 so that he might devosit it to 
the trust fund account until such time as 
the accounts in the office would right them- 
selves. 

Q.—This trust fund consisted of public money? 
A.—It was not a city fund, but was the ac- 
cumulations of money deposited by persons re- 
deeming property sold for taxes, They were re- 
quired to deposit $15 each to meet whatever ex- 
penses might arise. 

Q.—But this money was in the hands of the 
Controller, and he was required to turn it over 
to his successor? A.—Certainly. 

Q.—And it appears that you failed to do it? 
A.—This fund was mixéd up with the other 
money. 


Mr. Goff questioned the witness closely 
about the funds. Mr. Sheehan became con- 
fused, and the best explanation he could 
give was that the funds had become mixed 
up in some way. 


About the Buffalo Trust Fund. 


A small, narrow strip of paper fluttered in 
Mr. Goff’s.hand for a moment, and then he 
thrust it at the witness and asked him if 
that had been written by him.

“Ah, yes,” said Mr. Goff. ‘‘ Now Lieu- 
tenant Governor of the State.’’ 

“*To Will for me,’’” continued Mr. Goff, 
reading from the paper. ‘‘*He will not know 
what it is for. Keep yours where it cannot 
be seen. You better keep coupon account 
en and deposit trust fund in another 

an ee ” 

There was no signature to this paper. 


Q.—What motive did you have, Commissioner, 
in telling him to keep the receipt where it could 
not be seen? A.—No motive whatever. 

Q.—How could he deposit $4,190.24, when you 
only turned over to him $500? A.—The rest of 
the money was mixed up in the coupon account. 

Q.—Did you ever pay over this $4,190.24? A.— 
An examination showed that there was a short- 
age in the funds of the office of $5,800 or $5,900, 
chargeable to me, and I made it up. 

Q.—What was your salary as Controller? A.— 
Twenty-five hundred dollars or $3,000, I’m not 
sure which. 

Senator Bradley—It’s very stange you can’t tell 
which it was, $2,500 or $3,000. 

Commissioner Sheehan—That's fourteen years 
ago. 

Senator Bradley—Well, I could remember it if 
it was fifty years. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—This trust fund was at the 
disposal of the Controller for the purposes of the 
trust? A.—It was. 

Q.—He had no right to use it for his own use? 
A.—He had not. 

Q.—Isn’t it true that you had appropriated this 
trust fund of $4,190.24? A.—No, it was mixed 
up in the coupon account. 

Q.—But your own statement shows that this 
fund had disappeared when you left the office of 
Controller of the City of Buffalo? A.—I had 
every reason to suppose that it was mixed up 
with the coupon account. 

Accounts Mixed Up, He Says. 

Q.—You turned over $82,209 to your successor 
as the coupon account. Do you mean to say that 
the $4,190.24 of the trust fund was in that 
amount? A.—I turned over all the money I had 
and the accounts were mixed up in some way. 

Q.—Why did you give your successor $500 on ac- 
count of this fund? A.—I wanted him to open 
a new bank account with it. 

Q.—Why didn’t you just as well give him $1,000 
for that purpose? A.—I gave him all I had. 

The counsel endeavored to convince the 
witness by an analysis of his own figures 
that $3,600 had disappeared out of the trust 
fund, and that unless it was stolen from the 
offiee he must have appropriated it. There 
followed a long fight over the figures. The 
witness persisted that he had not appropri- 
ated the money and that it had not been 
stolen from the office. 


Q. (By Mr. Goff)—Mr. Commissioner, why 
don’t you meet this like a man? Had you 
not used $3,600 of this trust fund? A.— 
I had not. 

Q.—Weren’t you a defaulter to that 
amount? A.—No, I was not. 

Q.—Then what became of this money? 
A.—I claim that it was mixed up in the 
coupon account. 

Q.—And do you expect us to believe you 
an honest man and a faithful public officer? 
A.—I certainly do. 

Mr. Goft picked up another piece of paper 
and asked the witness if the signature upon 
it was his. He admitted the genuineness of 
the signature. 

The paper was as follows: 

Buffalo, Nov. 9, 1883. 

Received of John C, Sheehan the sum of $5,900, 
to be applied in payment of any deficit that may 
be found in his accounts on a proper examina- 
tion. T. J. MAHONEY. 

Witness: Sylvester F. Eagan. 

The above is a true copy of the receipt given 
me. J. C. SHEEHAN. 

Q.—Now, Mr. Sheehan, in view of that paper, 
will you not acknowledge that there was a def- 
icit in the funds of your office? A.—I gave that 
money to make good a shortage which the ex- 


Your successor?”’ 
“Timothy J. 


, pert accountant found was chargeable to me. 


Talks About the “ Shortage.” 
Q.—Wasn’t it to make good a defalcation? 
No, a shortage that was discovered. 
Q.—Wasn’t Sylvester Eagan one of your bonds- 
men? A.—He was. 


Another paper was produced by Mr. Goff 
and was identified by Mr. Sheehan. It was 
as follows: 


A.— 


Buffalo, Dec, 3, 1883. 
T. J. Mahoney, Esq., Controller: 

Dear Sir: You are hereby authorized and re- 
qested to use and pay out the money paid to 
you by me for the purpose of making good the 
shortage which was in my accounts at the time 
I turned over the Controller’s office to you. 

J. C, SHEEHAN. 


The reading of these papers, which were 
originally published in The New-York 
Times on Dec. 26, 1893, produced a sensa- 
tion in court. 

Mr. Goff was jubilant. Dr. Parkhurst 
was all smiles. Mr. Sheehan showed the 
effect of the merciless examination to which 
he had been subjected. He was pale, and 
there were dark rings around his eyes. 
His brother, the Lieutenant Governor, who 
occupied his usual seat next to Lawyer 
Grant, was also pale, and his features 
were cuntracted into a scowl. 

During the latter portion of the examina- 
tion of Commissioner Sheehan, a man was 
brought into court by a Deputy Sergeant 
at Arms of the committee, and took a seat 
near Mr. Goff. He was recognized as 
Timothy J. Mahoney, who succeeded Shee- 
han as Controller of the City of Buffalo. 

Mr. Sheehan was temporarily excused and 
left the witness stand, taking a seat beside 
his counsel, and Mr. Mahoney took his 
place. 

Mr. Goff prefaced his examination of the 
witness by saying that Mahoney was an 
unwilling witness and had been brought 
from Buffalo on a subpoena by an officer 
of the committee. 

Mahoney said that he had been a resi- 
dent of Buffalo for nearly fifty years and 
had held several public offices there, 


Mahoney’s Damaging Testimony. 

In the Fall of 1881 he was elected Con- 
troller for two years, to succeed John C. 
Sheehan. He identified the duplicate re- 
ceipts which were brought to him with the 


accompanying slip, addressed “Tim” by 
William F. Sheehan. 

When he took charge of the office, 
$82,209.60 of the coupon fund and an addi- 
tional $500 was turned over to him. He 
said that he received no part of the trust 
fund except the $500, which he supposed 
was to be applied to that fund. 


Q.—Did you sign the receipts? A.—I did not. I 
told William F, Sheehan to send his brother to 
me, and after a few days John came to see me. 

Q.—Did you receive any money from John C. 
Sheehan except the $82,000 of the coupon account 
and the on account of the trust fund? A.— 
Not at that time. It was nearly two years after 
that I received the $5,900 to make up the deficit 
discovered. I had a conversation with him about 
it and he said the money would be made good 
very soon, 

Q.—Did you impress upon him the necessity of 
making it good? A,—I did not want to be held 
responsible for the deficit. 

Q.—Did he say anything to you about the two 
accounts being mixed up? He did not. 

Q.—You waited two years before making this 
deficit public? A.—Yes. I did not have to make 
any official statement, and, therefore, I could 
keep the matter quiet. I did it for his sake. 
No person knew of it but John C, Sheehan and 
myself. 

Q.—Did you ask him to make it good? A,— 
I did a number of times, but he kept putting it 
off and putting it off, until I fell sick over the 
worry which it had caused me, and it was 
while I was sick and the doctors in attendance 
that the deficit was made good. John C. Sheehan 
and Sylvester Eagan, one of his bondsmen, 
brought the money to me. 

Q.—Were there not some threats made about 
somebody going to Sing Sing before the matter 
was settled? A.—-I don’t remember. 

Q.—How did the matter become public? A.—It 
was in the Fall of 1883 that I was a candidate 
for re-nomination. The worry about the shortage 
in the funds had so troubled me that I didn’t 
have the heart to take the nomination, and I 
went to the Chairman of the County Committee 
and told him that I declined to be a candidate 
for the nomination. He insisted on my reasons, 
and I told him. That ts how it became public. 
{ was so worried that I didn’t fcel justified in 
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Standing for election. Up to the election of 1883 
he had not made good the deficit. I did not re- 
ceive a dollar until it came out, 

Q.—What occurred to bring matters to a crisis? 
A.—I can’t tell that, 

Q.—Was there not a demand for a prosecution? 
A.—Not that I remember. I don’t remember 
much of what occurred at that time. I was very 
sick, and had to give up all business. 

Q.—Under what circumstances was the note au- 
thorizing you to use the $5,900 for the payment 
of the deficit given? A.—That money was depos- 
ited as a special account, and I insisted upon the 
authority to use it in the general, to make up the 
shortage, both in the coupon account and in the 
trust fund. 

Mahoney stepped from the stand, and Mr. 
Goff asked Mr. Sheehan whether he desired 
to ask the witness’any questions. 


Sheehan Has No Questions to Ask. 

Mr. Sheehan rose, and the two men faced 
each other for a moment. Mahoney did not 
flinch, but Mr. Sheehan appeared embar- 


rassed. ‘‘I have no questions to ask him,” 
he said. Then, after a second’s pause, he 
added: “If I had the privilege of cross- 
examining him it might be different.’’ 

After a moment’s consultation with the 
committee Mr. Goff said that the privilege 
of cross-examining the witness would be ac- 
corded Mr. Sheehan or his counsel. 

“T have nothing to fear,’ said Mr. Ma- 
honey. 

For the second time’ John C. Sheehan 
flinched. ‘‘I waive the privilege at this 
time,’’ he said, and Mr. Mahoney was there- 
upon excused from further attendance. 
Sheehan resumed the stand. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—Will you now produce your 
bank books? A.—I have the books here, but will 
not give them into the possession of the commit- 
tee until it has been shown that I have wrong- 
fully taken money. 


Calls the Commissioner a Thief. 


“You refuse,” asked Mr. Goff, ‘‘in the 
face of the conclusive proof produced here 
that you have committed grand larceny— 
that you’re a grand larceny thief?” 

Mr. Sheehan turned ghastly pale: ‘‘ You’re 


a liar, Mr. Goff, and you know you are 
lying when you say that.’’ 

Senator O’Connor said that Mr. Goff had 
given utterance to a conclusion from the 
evidence; that it was within tne province 
of the committee to draw conclusions when 
it came to consider the testimony. 

Mr. Goff said that there’ was no other 
conclusion to be arrived at. 

The witness was again asked if he would 
produce his bank books, and he answered 
as before. 

Mr. Goff read Section 528 of the Penal 
Code, which provides that if a public officer 
misappropriates money in his custody he is 
guilty of grand larceny. 

Senator O’Connor—I am perfectly familiar 
with that statute. 

Mr. Goff—I have read it to show that I 
was perfectly justified in using the lan- 
guage I did to the witness, and in charac- 
terizing Commissioner Sheehan’s crime. 

The witness was excused until 10:30 this 
morning, when his examination will be re- 
sumed. 


STORY OF ‘THE DEFALCATION, 


Mahoney Told the Story to a Reporter 
for The New-York Times, 


On Christmas morning, 1893, The New- 
York Times. printed a story from Buffalo 
under the headline ‘“‘ John C. Sheehan, De- 
faulter.”’ In that story it was charged that 
the New-York City Police Commissioner 
had left the office of City Controller of Buf- 
falo a defaulter to the amount of several 
thousands of dollars. 

Sheehan was elected Controller in the 
Autumn of 1877, and held the office until 
Jan. 1, 1882, when he was succeeded by 
Timothy J. Mahoney. 

Mahoney’s nomination was effected by 
John C. Sheehan. Soon after taking office, 
Mr. Mahoney learned that Sheehan was 
short in his accounts to the extent of some 
$6,000. He went to Sheehan and told him 
what he had discovered, whereupon Shee- 
han promised to make good this deficiency, 
and urged upon him that no publicity be 
made. Their relations had been such that 
Mr. Mahoney yielded to this request. 

By the time Mahoney made up his mind 
that the money would not be forthcoming 
he haa so compromised himself by his fail- 
ure to denounce the default at the outset 
that he was powerless. 

In the canvass of 1883 Sheehan again se- 
cured Mahoney’s nomination, but Ma- 
honey’s health had broken down from 
worry, and he finally told the story to his 
wife. She declared that it must be made 
public at once, and Mahoney saw Sheehan 
and told him he had decided to withdraw 
from the ticket and make known his rea- 
sons, 

They both went to Jonathan Scoville, who 
was the na candidate for Mayor, and told 
him about it. Mahoney withdrew from the 
ticket. The bondsmen of John C. Sheehan 
got together, and in 1885 mortgages were 
made by John C. Sheehan to N. C. Scoville, 
brother of the Mayor, for $5,500 and $2,0U00, 
and later another one for $2,000. The last 
of these mortgages was discharged in 150, 
and it is supposed the money was used to 
make good the shortage in the Controller’s 
office. 

There was other money borrowed for the 
express and stipulated purpose of relieving 
John C. Sheehan in his emergency, and this 
was finally paid by William F. Sheehan. 
This sumwas between $1,000 and $1,200. 

At the time the first story was printed, 
Timothy J. Mahoney had refused to be in- 
terviewed concerning the defalcation. On 
the following day, he said: ‘' The story is 
true.” He thought a few minutes, and 
then went to his desk. 

**There,”’ he said, ‘“‘are the documents 
I got from John C, Sheehan when he turned 
the office over to me. The expert fdund 
that Sheehan was short $5,900. 

“Sheehan had bondsmen, who qualified 
for $100,000. I don’t know how the money 
was raised, but the $5,900 was paid over to 
me.”’ 
»/Mahoney produced the receipt he gave 
on receiving the money, which indicated on 
the face of it that it was to cover a de- 
ficiency. He also showed a bankbook in 
which was the special deposit of $5,900. 

‘“There,’’ said Mahoney, holding out a 
paper, ‘is the last document in the case: 


it is a personal acknowledgment from John . 


C. Sheehan, that his accounts were short. 
It is written by him, and signed by him.” 
It sead: 

Buffalo, Dec. 8, 1883. 
To T. J. Mahoney: 

Dear Sir: You are hereby authorized and re. 
quested to use and pay out the money paid to 
you by me for the purpose of making good the 
shortage which was in my accounts at the time 
I turned over the office of Controller to you. 

JOHN C. SHEEHAN. 

“That,” said Mr. Mahoney, ‘“ completes 
the case. There is the evidence. I don’t 
think there is room for doubt that John C. 
Sheehan was short in his accounts.” 

On the day following, Price A. Matterson, 
who was one of John C. Sheehan’s bonds- 
men, said: 

“Yes, it is true. Mahoney says’. the 
amount was $5,900. I suppose that is right, 
but I ‘had the impression that it was about 
$5,800. I know it was about that sum, for 
we bondsmen had to make,it good. 

“The money was raised by the seven 
bondsmen giving their notes, but John C. 
Sheehan paid the money finally. The notes 
were renewed once or twice, but were final- 
ly paid by Mr. Sheehan.” 


A Shoemaker Hangs Himself. 
August Badun, who had a shoeshop at 
628 Third Avenue, hanged himself from a 
door at 6 o’clock last evening. He had 


lived there with his younger brother for 
more than twenty years. He was discour- 
aged because money he saved years ago 
nad to go to pay current expenses.

The election law requires the closing of 
the polls in this city at 4 o’clock P. M. on 
‘election day. Voters should cast their bal- 

lots as soon after 6 o'clock A. M. as pos- 
. gible, for there is generally a rush of voters 
‘toward the closing hour, and the dilatory 
ones may lose their votes. 
| Justice Barrett of the- Supreme Court de- 
cided two or three years ago that such 
registered citizens as were in the act of 
preparing their ballots when 4 o'clock came 
‘were entitled to cast their votes, but that 
those waiting in line to receive ballots and 
mot in the voting booths could not vote. 

This year many Election Inspectors have 
asked for information upon the subject, 


and the question as to the rights of voters 
who may be within the polling places at 
the hour of 4 o’clock, but who have not 
been able to cast their votes up to that 
time, is again a subject of discussion in 
the Bureau of Elections. . 

When asked about the matter yesterday, 
‘President Martin of the Police Boardysaid 
he was of the opinion that all qualified 
voters within the polling places at 4 o’clock 
‘are entitled to cast their ballots. He said 
fthe Police Commissioners will talk the mat- 
ter over at their next meeting, and instruc- 
tions will be given to the election officers. 
It is possible that the Corporation Counsel 
may be called upon for his opinion.

ITS TWO HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY. 


Interesting Exercises in the Old Dutch 
Reformed Church at Tappan, N. Y. 


TAPPAN, N. Y¥., Oct. 31.—The two hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Reformed 
Church at Tappan, which was appropriate- 
ly observed to-day, was an occasion of rare 
interest not only for the residents of Tap- 
pan, but for many*®who came miles to at- 
tend. The exercises were opened shortly 
after 10 o’clock this morning, a large audi- 
ence being present. An anthem, “I Will 
Lift Up Thine Eyes,” was sung by the choir. 
A prayer by the pastor, the Rev. M. H. 
Oliver, Scripture reading by the Rev. 
James Henry Butholf of Yonkers, and a 
prayer by the Rev. Charles 8. Hageman, 
D. D., of Nyack followed, after which the 
Rev. Dr. David Cole of Yonkers delivered 
an address, giving a history of the church. 

The Tappan Dutch Reformed Church was 
organized in 1694, although it had no house 
of worship until 1716 and no settled pastor 
until 1724. It is the oldest organized church 
between New-York and Albany on either 


side of the Hudson River, * except the 
churches of Kingston, Bergen, Hackensack, 
and Acquackanonck, which date back re- 
spectively to 1639, 1660, 1686, and 1693. 

The Tappan church’s baptismal records 
are without a break from the year of its 
organization to the present time. Its ex- 
perience during its first thirty years was 
one of struggle. Until 1724 it was depend- 
ent upon the occasional ministratibns of the 
Rev. Guilliam Butholf, who was practically 
a missionary over a large region of coun- 
try. Mr. Butholf was a native of Holland, 
who came over in the capacity of school- 
master, leader in singing, prayer, and read- 
ing of the Scriptures. 

In ‘1716 the congregation built its first 
house of worship. It was constructed of 
stone, and was square. In 1724 the congre- 
gation called and settled its first pastor, the 
Rev. Frederick Muzelius, who was a native 
of Germany. 

During his pastorate at Tappan arose 
the exciting controversy in the Reformed 
Chureh in America over the question 
whether the American Church should con- 
tinue in, or should break from, its eccle- 
siastical dependence upon the mother 
Church in Holland. This controversy con- 
tinued till 1770, and its history is one of the 
bitterest acrimony. As a result of the con- 
troversy, which divided the people, the 
pastoral relation of Mr. Muzelius was dis- 
solved in 1749. 

The second settled pastor of the Tappan 
church was the Rev, Samuel Verbryck, who 
was called and ordained in 1750, and re- 
mained pastor until 1784, witnessing the 
most trying times of the Revolution in this 
historic region. The other pastors of the 
Tappan church were the Rev. Nicholas 
Lansing, third; the Rev. Isaac D* Cole, 
fourth; the Rev. G. M. 8S. Blauvelt, fifth; 
the Rev. William H. Williamson, sixth, 
and the Rev. Matthew H. Oliver, seventh 
and present pastor. 

Dr. David D. Demarest of New-Bruns- 
wick, N. J., delivered an address this morn- 
ing on the subject, ‘The Reciprocal Atti- 
tude of the Church and Culture.’”’ He was 
followed by the Rev. G. M. S. Blauvelt of 
Franklin Park, N. J., who was a former 
pastor of the Tappan church, on the subject, 
“The Ancestors and the Descendants.’’ The 
Rev. Eugene Hill of the Clarkstown ‘Re- 
formed Church made an address on “ The 
Sisterhood of Churches,’’ and some interest- 
ing reminiscences were given by the Rev. 
Dr. A. S. Freeman of the Central Presby- 
terian Church, Haverstraw, of which church 
he has been pastor for forty-eight years. 

A Dutch service was held this afternoon.

MEAT SHIPMENTS TO ENGLAND. 


Great Growth of American Trade in 
Live Cattle and Dressed Beef. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Secretary Mor- 
ton of the Department of Agriculture fur- 
nished to-day a statement showing that 
the United States sent to Great Britain only 
123 head of cattle in 1874, while during 


aah there have already been sent 345,734 
ead. 

The United States sent no fresh beef into 
England until 1877, when 49,210,990 pounds 
were sent, returning to this country $4,552,- 
523. But in 1894 there has already been 
sent 198,331,292 pounds, which has been 
sold for $16,659,814. 

Germany took no live cattle grom the 
United States until 1878, when that Empire 
received 1,171 head, valued at $87,648. Dur- 
ing 1891 Germany received from the United 
States its largest number of cattle, 5,223, 
valued at $427,565. In 1894 she received 
8,069 head, valued at $285,792. Germany 
took no fresh beef from the United States 
until 1887, when she received 9,398 pounds. 


ENORMOUS RECEIPTS OF COTTON. 


Large Orders Maintain Prices and Cot- 
ton Bills Lower Foreign Exchange. 


Cotton is coming to the relief of foreign 
exchange rates, and bankers say that if 
the movements shall continue as it promises 
danger of gold exports for the remainder of 
the year will soon be removed. Receipts 
of cotton reached, at all ports, yesterday 
81,691 bales, against 42,114 bales for the 
corresponding date last year. The total so 
far this week has been 301,238 bales. 

Foreign buying has been backward, ow- 
ing to large ene from last year, when 
production was interrupted, but the demand 
is said to be improving, and a large export 
business is anticipated. New-England mills 
are also making up for last year’s slow 
work, and the ~ of cotton, though eased 
somewhat by the enormous receipts, is still 
held above the low record of a fortnight 


ago. 

Merchants say this jndicates that mills 
will not wait to place their orders in any 
expectation of lower prices. At present 
prices cotton goods can be offered in the 
market cheaper than ever before. 


New-Jersey’s Financial Condition. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 81.—This day 
marks the closing of the fiscal year in the 
Treasury Department of New-Jersey. The 


balance on hand, reported by Con- 
troller Hancock, is $986,855.91, which is the 
largest balance held at the close of any 
fiscal year in the history of the State. 
The increase over last year’s balance is 
$262,817.79.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


ERIE REOBIVERS MUST NOT SAO- 
RIFIOE SEOURITIES. 


Judge Lacombe of the United States 
Court Decides that the Interest on 
Certain Bonds Must Be Paid by Re- 
ceivers King and MecCullogh of the 
Erie Road—It Would Be Imprudent 
and Reprehensible to Allow the 
Said Bonds to be Foreclosed. 


Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court handed down a decision yester- 
day in the matter of the payment, by the 
receivers of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railway Company, of interest on 
a large amount of bonds, the coupons on 
which have not been paid. The suit was 
that of Trenor Luther Park against the 
Erie Railway Company and the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company as mortgagee 
in trust of various mortgages. 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
petitioned, in behalf of many bondholders, 
that the court should require the receivers 
to pay interest on the new second consoli- 
dated bonds of Oct. 15, 1878, amounting to 
$36,097,400, instead of on $22,875,000 bonds 
inferior in point of time or of lien to the 
former bonds. Another and subsequent simi- 
lar petition was made by holders of $27,000,- 
000 of the second consolidated mortgage 
bonds. Since 1878 the coupons on the new 
Second consolidated bonds have not been 
paid, as there has not been income sufficient 
to pay the interest. Proceedings to fore- 
close have not been instituted because the 
mortgage provides for foreclosure only 
in the event of default on each of six suc- 
cessive coupons. 

Five sets of bonds, aggregating $22,875,000, 
are held by the receivers, and it is the in- 
terest on these bonds that the petitioners 
alleged the receivers _were about to pay, to 
the exclusion of the second consolidated 


and the new second consolidated bonds of’ 


an earlier issue. First to be taken up by 
Judge Lacombe for consideration were the 
consolidated trust bonds of Nov. 1, 1882, 
for $3,344,000, November and May coupons 
unpaid. The par value of stocks and bonds 
pledged for payment on this series is 
$8,000,000, and the actual value is not less 
than three times the amount of the col- 
lateral trust bonds. Bhe outstanding 
pledged stocks and bonds are paying inter- 
,est annually on the foregoing in excess of 


the amount due on the trust bonds by over 
$50,000. Moreover, the control of coal lands 
and other property of the Erie Road is se- 
cured to bondholders by’ these bonds. If, 
upon default of payment of interest on these 
bonds, the Trustees should declare the 
whole punsige due, Juage Lacombe says, 
and sell the pledged securities in open mar- 
ket to the highest bidder, values would be 
unwarrantably impaired. The receivers, he 
says, should not take such a risk as to per- 
mit foreclosure, and should pay the amount 
due on the coupons to secure the pledged 
stocks and bonds. 

Another set of bonds on which it was de- 
clared that interest was about to be paid 
by the receivers were first mortgage bonds 
of August, 1890, on the Chicago and Erie 
Railroad, for $12,000,000. This road is con- 
trolled by the Erie sgeangeenee but it is 
not operated at a profit. It would be most 
imprudent and reprehensible, the court de- 
clares, for the receivers to allow the bonds 
to be foreclosed. The coupons should .be 
paid for May. As to the November cou- 
pons, no decision was made, and it would be 
premature to make an order of reference 
to a Master, 

The same decision was made as to $3,000,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds of the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad, se- 
ries of May 15, 1882, coupons of November 
and May being unpaid. a ; 

‘Judge Lacombe left out of consideration 
payment of interest due on. $508,000 income 
bonds .of defendant railroad, as no interest 
had been earned. 

Judge Lacombe also passed upon the pay- 
ment of one year’s interest due on funded 
coupons of 1884 and 1885, amounting to 
$4,031,000. “Upon t winding up of the 
affairs of the defendant railroad,’’ he says, 
“these coupons would have to be paid in 
full before any subsequent installment of 
interest or the principal of the second con- 
solidated bonds. The defendant, therefore, 
represented by these coupons and by the 
funded coupon bonds, is superior in point 
of lien to that represented by the subse- 
quent coupons of the second consolidated 
bonds. There is no reason why the re- 
ceivers should be instructed not to pay 
chem, if there should be net income suffi- 
cient.”’ : 


Two Suits Against George Gould, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 31.—Two suits 
were filed in the Circuit Court here yes- 
terday against George J. Gould, President 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company. 
They were filed here in order to obtain serv- 
ice on Mr. Gould while he is enjoyinga hunt 
in this country. The Sedalia, Warner and 
Southwestern Railroad Company sues at the 
relation of Dwight Tredway, who. sues for 
himself and other stockholders to invoke 
the penalty of $100 a day from April 7, 
1891, to the present time against Mr. 
Gould for violation of Section 2,335 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1889, which provides 
that it shall be unlawful to elect or ap- 


point any person to any office of trust or 
rofit or for such person to hold such office 

n any railroad company who is a stock- 
holder or who is pecun mrily interested in 
any express, dispatch, or fast freight or 
transportation company which has for its 
object the shipment of persons or freight 
over said railroad. The total amount of 
penalty to’ date is nearly $150,000. 

The Springfield and Sedalia Construction 
Company seeks to obt&in damages of $100,- 
000 from Mr. Gould on account of the 
violation of a contract. The construction 
company bought the interest of Dwight 
Tredway June 8, 1893, amounting to 1,356 
shares, and Mr. ee refusal to complete 
the contract has resulted in damages for 
$50,000 to them since that time, judgment 
being asked for $100,000. 


Chances of the Reading Plan. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—This was the 
first day for assenting to the new plan for 
the reconstruction of the Reading Railroad 
Company. In round numbers, the holders of 
$2,000,000 general mortgage bonds deposited 
their securities and affixed their signatures 
to the agreement oe the first to do so 
being ex-Chief Justice Edward M. Paxson, 
one of the receivers of the company. 

Such stockholders and income bondholders 
as inten@ to assent to the plan are not like- 
ly to do so until within a few days of the 
time fixed for the determination of its suc:

PUBLIC WORKS STATISTICS. 


Commissioner Daly Sends His Report 
to Mayor Gilroy. 


Commissioner Michael Daly of the De- 
partment of Public Works has sent to the 
Mayor his report for the third quarter of 
1894, in which the total expenditures are 
Shown to have been $2,055,674.52. For 
street improvements, $514,347.48 was ex- 
pended. Seventy-seven contracts were made 
at an estimated cost of $500,643, and 111 
contracts were completed at a total cest of 
$725,617. 

Owing to a dry Summer, the natural 
flow of the Croton River furnished the full 
supply of water to the city for three days 
only, and on the remaining eighty-eight 
days it was supplemented by drawing on 

. the water stored in the reservoirs and lakes 
to an aggregate quantity of 9,330,000,000 
gallons, or an average of 105,000,000 a day. 
The daily consumption of water reached 
196,000,000 gallons. 

Six and one-quarter miles of water mains 
were laid to extend and improve the water 
service. New high-service pumping works 
are in course of construction on the line of 
the new aqueduct between High Bridge 
and Washington Bridge. 

The bridge over the Harlem Ship Canal 
will be finished and opened to the public by 
the close of the year. General plans have 
been made and approved for a bridge over 
the Harlem River between First and Wil- 
lis Avenues. 

The total length of new pavement laid is 
nine and a half miles. There are now 460% 
miles of sewers, with 5,495 receiving basins, 
on Manhattan Island. The streets, docks 
parks, and bridges of the city are lighted 
by 24,392 gas Jamps, 2,621 electric lamps, 
and 158 naphtha lamps. 

The attendance at the free floating baths 
for the season numbered 2,943,000 males 
and 1,413,000 females. The revenue from 
the’ water service’ collected and paid into 
the City Treasury is $1,250,759, and the 
ew from miscellaneous sources is $74,- 
668.

GRATIFYING REPORTS RECEIVED 
AT THE STATE OAPITAL. 


Democratic Enthusiasm Reported from 
All Sections Arouses Mercer County 
Democrats to Renewed Activity— 
Sewell’s Candidacy and the Domi- 
nation of Corporate Influences May 


( 
Create an Overturning Like That 


of a Year Ago. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 31.—The good news 
that has come here from Hudson, Essex, 
Monmouth, Union, Middlesex, and other 
Democratic counties in the State as to the 
activity of the Democrats in their respect- 
ive localities has caused a decided change 
in the atmosphere at the Democratic League 
and other resorts here, as well as at the 
Trenton House, where the Democratic lead- 
ers meet and discuss the outlook with those 
veteran campaigners and shrewd. political 
managers Secretary of State Kelsey and 
ex-Senator Stafford Little. 

A week ago there seemed little comfort 
to be had in the reports from various parts 
of the State, and a listless and lifeless 
canvass was looked unon as a certainty. It 
was on this feeling that the Republicans 
based their hopes of again capturing the 
lower house, and so securing the election 
of Gen. Sewell, their boss, to the United 
States Senate. 

But since it has come out as a fdct that 
Republican success means only the election 
of Sewell and the ¢! solute domination of the 
State by the ring that he represents there 
has been a revolt all along the line. The 
trusts and the monopolies of the State are 
with Sewell and for Sewell without a sin- 
gle exception. The people are against the 
trusts and, therefore, against their creature. 
They know well that with a Legislature 
elected on the Sewell issue there will come 
into power a gang, despotic, arrogant, heart- 
less, and rapacious to the last degree. 

When the Standard Vil monopoly has dic- 
tated the nomination for Congress of such 
@manas Fowlerinthe Eighth District; the 
Pennsylvania Railroad has ordered that 
Sewell shall be sent to the United States Sen- 
ate, no matter what the cost; the gas com- 
panies have forced the nomination of such 
a man as their lobbyist, Charles W. Fuller, 
for Assembly in Hudson, and the Prudential 
Company of Newark has not only placed 
its chosen lobbyists and representatives on 
the Assembly ticket in Essex, and has dic- 
tated the defeat of Assemblyman WBisele be- 
cause he would not bow to their will, and 
a score of other recognized tools of the cor- 
porations running for office on the Repub- 
lican tickets all over the State, the plain peo- 
ple, as President Lincoln called the masses, 
have concluded that there will be mighty 
little chance for them in case of Republican 
success. 

That the barefaced fashion in which all 
the corporate powers that wish to escape 
legitimate taxation in the State, or who are 
looking for still further legislation in their 
interests and against those of the poopie. 
have come to the support of the Repub- 
lican nominees has opened the eyes of the 
voters, and there is possible such a complete 
overturning as there was a year ago when 
the race-track rine was thrown out of 
power without ceremony. 

Democratic nominations, with scarcely an 
exception, have been strong, clean men, who 
are pledged to legislate in’ the interests of 
the people. The Republicans have raised 
the cry all over the State that “ principles 
and not men” must be considered this year, 
abandoning the war cry of a year ago that 
it was ‘‘men and not principles ’’ that must 
be considered by the voter.

The Administrations of the Tammany | 


Mayors Defended ang Compared 


with Those of Messrs. Grace and 


Hewitt—The 
Declared to -be Due to Changed 


Local Conditions ~ Comparisous 


with Other Cities. 


Mayor Gilroy, on behalf of Tammany. 
Hall, yesterday answered the manifesto is- 
sue:l by the Committee of Seventy, in which 
Tammany Hall is arraigned for its conduct 
of the City Government. 

Mayor Gilroy calls attention to the fact 
that Tammany Hal’ has existed for over 
100 years, and during that time has re- 
ceived many evidences of public approval, 
and has given the city officers against 
whose acministration nothing derogatory 
could be said. 

The present judiciary, with the excep- 
tion of Judge Sedgwick, he says, owes its 
election to Tammany Hall. , 

In speaking of the increase in the ex- 
penses of the City Government, he takes 
the appropriaticns for departmental and 
general expenses for 1894, and, by com- 
paring them with those for 1884, shows 
that they are $6,394,270 greater thar they 
Were ten years ago. 

He accounts for this increase by taking 
the census made by the Board of Health, 
Which shows that the population hag 
grown from 1,388,028 to 1,957,452, and that 
assessed valuations of real estate have in- 


the increase in population has been 41 per 
cent. and in assessed valuation 44 per cent., 
while the general municipal expenses have 
inereased only 30 per cent.

“Will the Committee of Seventy,” he 
asks, “‘select and analyze any of these 
items of increased expenditure and show, 
in so far as they are subject to the control 
of the Board of Apportionment, where they 
do not represent a corresponding amount of 
benefit to the community? It might be well 
for them to bear in mind the fact-that 
half the increase was made during the 
terms of Mayors Grace and Hewitt, whom 
the Seventy rank, I believe, as ‘ reform” 
Mayors, and who were certainly opposed te 


Tammany Hall. That is to say, the Board 
of Apportionment of Mayor Hewitt’s last 
year made up the city budget of 1889, 
and the departmental and general expenses 
figured for almost exactly $3,000,000 more 
1 of 1884. 

= comparison of tne appropriations of 
1894, with those of 1889, will show that 
fammany Mayors have by no means kept 
up the pace-set by the reformers in the 
increase .of expenses. The increase of 
$1,095,350, in the .cost of street cleaning be- 
tween 1889 and 184, is in obedience to the 
mandate of iegislation demanded by ‘re- 
formers,’ and the Building Department and 
the Department of Street Improvements 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, calling for $564,060, in the budget 
of this year, had no separate provision in 
1889. A million and a half, therefore, rather 
than 3,000,000, is about the amount added 
to the appropriations of ten years age un- 
der Tammany administration.” 

He says the increase for the Common 
Council is due to an increase in the num- 
ber of Aldermen; the Finance Department 
has 50 per cent. more work to do; the De- 
partment of Public Works has 9,000 more 
gas lamps and 3,000 more electric lamps, 
and yet its appropriation is $62,260 less than 
that made during Mayor Hewitt’s last year. 

The Department of Parks had $1,212,200 
in 1889, and during the present year has 
$1,177,196. The Department of Charities 
and Correction has $98,000 mere than it 
was allowed under Mayor Hewitt, and of 
the increase of $521,000, $423,006 belongs 
to the Grace and Hewitt adminsitrations. 
The increase in the Health Department hag 
reduced the death rate from 25.24 to 21.03 
per 1,000. The increase in the Police De- 

artment is mandatory, and is due to an 
ncrease in the force and an increase in the 
salaries. He says the streets ‘“‘ undoubtediy 
are cleaner than they_ have been.in.tie 
memory of man,” and that the increase fer 
street cleaning. is obligatory under the 
law of 1891. 

The Fire Departmest increase is $104,356 
more than it was in 1889.. She increase to 
charitable institutions is in compliancé’ with 
the law.. The Board of Education increase 
is $202,184, or 4% per cent., with 12% per 
cent. more children to care for. 

To refute the charge that, by increasing 
the value of taxable property, tax bills have 
been made larger, while the rate has been 
made lower, the Mayor calls the attention 
of the Seventy to their own tax bills, and 
gives the assessed valuations of their 
homes for 1891, 1892, and 1893, which show 
practically no increase. He does the: same 
thing with the newspaper buildings. 

“No property,” he says, “is assessed to 
the vafuation the law would. justify, name- 
ly, the sum for which such property under 
ordinary circumstances would sell. 

‘The Tax Commissioners this year in- 
ereased real estate valuations $50,475,342. 
The State Board of Equalization added 
$67,962,422, claiming that our assessed valu- 
ation is too low; and still the dominant 
party is blamed, and the public educated to 
believe that it has been wrongly dealt with. 
The records of the Tax Department ‘show 
that each successive year. since 1884 the 
real estate valuations have largely in- 
ereased, and, had they not done so, it 
would have clearly demonstrated that the 
large amount that is annually spent for 
improvements had been wasted.” 

The Mayor calls attention to the fact 
that there is property valued at $600,000,000 
in the city that is exempt from taxation. 

In relation to the charge of excessive ex- 
penditure for cleaning public buildings, he 
says that under Tammany Mayors the ex- 


| penditure increased at the rate of $1,300 a 


ear, while under ‘“‘reform Mayors” the 
eartase was $2,100 a year. 

The figures quoted against the Dock De- 
partment administration he declares to be 
unintelligible, and inquires where they ob- 
tained them. 

The increase of $8,000,000 in the city debt, 
he says, is dve to obligations incurred un- 
der “ reform” administrations. 

The increased revenue from water rents, 
he declares, does not come. from tenements, 
but from factories, breweries, &c. 

He says the expense of administration for 
London cannot be determined, because of 
the absence of data, and that, therefore, a 
comparison cannot be made between New- 
York and London, and that the committee’s 
statement that $50,000,000 a year is the 
eost of London’s administration is untrue. 

He denies the statement that there are 
80,000 children who cannot be accommo- 
dated in the public schools, and says that 
during Mayor Grant’s and his own terms 
five times as many new school buildings 
have been added as during the terms of 
Mayors Grace and Hewitt.
